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Armed 

robbers 

storm 

Castro 

streets

M ost people think of the 
Castro as a safe haven, a 
place where they can let 
their guard down and enjoy the un¬ 
predictability of the streets and the 
crowds. But a series of recent armed 
street robberies in the neighbor¬ 
hood may be cause to re-evaluate 
carefree procedures. Since January 
26, according to police, there have 
been six armed robberies in the 
vicinity of 19th Street and Castro, a 
busy strip that remains populated 
throughout the evenings and is 
seemingly an unlikely place to be 
cornered with a gun. 

With the exception of one armed 
robbery at 16th and Church streets 
last week, all of the incidents appear 
to involve the same group of sus¬ 
pects, described as Asian males in 
their 20s, about 5 feet 8 inches tall, 
wearing dark puffy jackets. Their 
identities are unknown and there is 
no reason to believe they are gang 
members, according to an inspector 
in the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment’s robbery division. 

The first incident was reported 
Wednesday, January 26, at 19th and 
Hartford streets, at 9:10 p.m. A man 
who was walking home was sudden¬ 
ly surrounded by two other men 
who demanded his wallet. When he 
hesitated, one of the suspects pulled 
a gun from his waistband and 
placed it on the man’s temple. The 
suspects made off with about $14 
and a bag of gym clothes.

D emocratic presidential candidate 
Bill Bradley brought his “It Can 
Happen” campaign championing 
health care reform and inclusion to 
San Francisco last Thursday, February 3 as 
over 1,000 people braved pouring rain to 
hear him speak at a downtown restaurant 
near the Ferry Building. 

The former New Jersey senator, who 
came in a close second to Vice President A1 
Gore in last Tuesday’s New Hampshire pri¬ 
mary, also picked up the endorsement of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender Democratic Club and his campaign 
opened an office in the Castro on Monday, 
February 7. 

During last week’s campaign stop at Gab- 
biano’s Restaurant, Bradley was introduced 
by several local and state leaders, including 
San Francisco Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano, Supervisor Michael Yaki, for¬ 
mer Mayor Frank Jordan, state Senators Jack¬ 
ie Speier (D-San Francisco/San Mateo) and 
John Vasconcellos (D-Santa Clara), and Con¬ 
gressman George Miller (D-Martinez). 

“Bill Bradley is going to lead the revolu¬ 
tion on health care and education. Bill 
Bradley is not a man of dupli city - T h^ '| ^ver t i 
said he invented the Internet,” sawLtonuanoT 
referring to Gore’s famous misstatement. 

When Bradley took the stage after numer¬ 
ous references to basketball, the former New 
York Knicks player spoke of his vision for a 
better America. “What is your dream?” he 
asked before recalling the sweeping Social Se¬ 
curity and Medicare programs implemented 
by former Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 


and Lyndon Johnson. “I see them taking bold 
action; they were willing to dream. 

“I’m not willing to settle for anything less 
than eliminating child poverty, than getting 
a qualified teacher in every classroom, than 


registering and licensing of all handguns, 
and the day-to-day actions to push human¬ 
ity to get to a place where, as Toni Morrison 
says, race exists but it doesn’t matter,” 
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SFAF, Horizons cjive $105 K 
to help fight Knight initiative

T he San Francisco AIDS Foundation re¬ 
cently sent two checks totaling $55,000 
to the campaign to defeat the Knight 
initiative, Proposition 22 on the March 7 
presidential primary ballot. Officially called 
the Limit on Marriages initiative, the mea¬ 
sure would ban recognition of same-sex 
marriages in California if they are legally 
performed in another state. 

Meanwhile, the Horizons Foundation, a 
gay and lesbian philanthropic organization, 
donated $50,000 to No on Knight on Tuesday, 
February 8. Previously, Horizons had made a 
$75,000 in-kind contribution to the cam¬ 
paign, in the form of extensive public opin¬ 
ion polls that were used in the development 
of No on Knight’s statewide campaign strate¬ 
gy. They were the Horizons Foundation’s 
first-ever donations to a political campaign. 

The two groups’ contributions were 
made in response to increasingly urgent ap¬ 
peals from the No on Knight/Proposition 22 
campaign to help them buy television time 
to get commercials on the air. 

“T.V. air time is selling fast and furious 
because of Bradley, Gore, McCain, Bush, and 
the insurance companies,” said No on Knight 
campaign manager Mike Marshall, who says 
the most helpful way for people to make 
contributions is with their credit cards over 


the website (www.NoOn 
Knight.org). 

As the campaign goes 
into its final month, Mar¬ 
shall says he is spending 
most of his time begging 
and borrowing money, 
and spending it faster than 
it comes in. “I wired in 
$500,000 [for airtime] 
today, and we’re hoping to 
wire in another $500,000 
tomorrow.” 

SFAF Executive Direc¬ 
tor Pat Christen said the 
agency made a $10,000 
contribution as* part of a 
January 27 fundraiser for 
No on Knight in San 
Francisco. “What we’re 
saying is that at this particular time we be¬ 
lieve it is important for the AIDS foundation 
to make this statement: that homophobia 
undermines AIDS prevention,” Christen told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

She decided to propose that SFAF give 
$45,000 more when Marshall appealed to the 
audience to dig deeper in their pockets to help 
the campaign buy television time to compete 
with new commercials from the other side. 

“This is a tiny drop in the bucket in com¬ 
parison to what’s needed,” said Christen. 
“But for us it’s a significant amount.” 


With a $19.3 million 
annual budget, SFAF 
made the donations, ac¬ 
cording to Christen, from 
non-governmental “unre¬ 
stricted” funds raised 
from individual contribu¬ 
tions and community 
events, such as the annual 
AIDS Walk or AIDS Ride. 
This fiscal year, SFAF’s 
total unrestricted funds 
budget is $12.8 million. 

Christen said SFAF 
policy allows her, in con¬ 
sultation with other se¬ 
nior managers, to con¬ 
tribute up to $50,000 to 
political causes without 
obtaining prior approval 
from the organization’s board of directors. 
Though the total contribution exceeded that 
limit, Christen said that board members had 
been informally consulted. 

“I felt like it was important that the ad 
campaign get on the air against the initiative, 
as soon as possible” said Christen, adding she 
got “unanimous consent” from her senior 
management team. 

“I think it would be unethical for us to ig¬ 
nore this,” Christen said.

Project Open Hand 
expands beyond AIDS

W ith a bigger budget, a big¬ 
ger kitchen - and a 
shrinking HIV/AIDS 
client list - Project Open Hand’s 
“heart just got bigger,” too. 

This Monday, February 14, the 
nonprofit organization founded 
nearly 15 years ago specifically to 
deliver nutritious meals to people 
with AIDS will begin daily meal 
* service to other people who are 
incapacitated, homebound, fight¬ 
ing any serious illness, or recover¬ 
ing from surgery. 

To qualify for the new“Home- 
bound/Critically Ill” program, an 
applicant must be under 60 years 
old, and have their physician or 
nurse practitioner certify every six 
months that they have a diag¬ 
nosed illness that prevents them 
from preparing a meal. 

A recent six-month pilot pro¬ 
gram for about 100 non-AIDS 
clients who were not eligible for

Project Open Hand's Tom Nolan 


Meals on Wheels or other commu¬ 
nity programs was an “over¬ 
whelming success,” Executive Di¬ 
rector Tom Nolan told 25 clients, 
volunteers, and staff gathered to 
hear about the expansion at his or¬ 
ganization’s Polk Street headquar¬ 
ters last Wednesday, February 2. 

Nolan cited a number of fac¬ 
tors that contributed to the deci¬ 
sion to serve new populations. 
First, he said, was the advent of 
protease inhibitors and other an¬ 
tivirals that had not only im¬ 
proved survival for people with 
AIDS over the last five years, but 
had improved many people’s 
health to the point where they 
could return to work, and care for 
themselves. 

Last July, Project Open Hand’s 
3,200 HIV/AIDS clients in San 


Francisco and Alameda counties, 
who had originally qualified for 
the group’s meal programs simply 
by showing a letter from their 
doctor stating that they had either 
disabling HIV disease or an AIDS 
diagnosis, were informed that 
they would now be required to 
“recertify” every six months. 

Similar to the new non-AIDS 
program, the HIV/AIDS clients 
were told they now need to meet 
one or more of 10 new specific 
criteria in order to continue to re¬ 
ceive services. The new criteria for 
HIV/AIDS clients include: side ef¬ 
fects to HIV medications, oppor¬ 
tunistic infections, other condi¬ 
tions requiring bed rest or hospi¬ 
talization, or no access to cooking 
facilities. 

As a result of these changes, 
about 500 people had dropped off 
their rolls, according to a prelim¬ 
inary count, leaving about 2,700 
HIV/AIDS clients. 

“Anecdotally, a lot of people 
had told us that while they en¬ 
joyed the program, they really 
didn’t need it,” Nolan said. “We 
had to come up with a return 
meal policy because so many peo¬ 
ple could not be home between 4 
and 7 p.m. [when meals are deliv¬ 
ered]. And that told us some¬ 
thing.” 

In addition, clients with 
HIV/AIDS - who previously could 
pick up a free weekly bag of gro¬ 
ceries and receive seven hot or 
frozen meals delivered to their

W hen fundamentalist 
Christians, right-wing 
Mormons, holier-than- 
thou Catholics, and garden variety 
homophobes began cropping up 
in Walnut Creek, Antioch, Pleasan¬ 
ton, and other East Bay communi¬ 
ties to preach the anti-gay mar¬ 
riage gospel, 32-year-old Mike 
Clune knew it was time to make 
his debut in political activism. 

“I felt that if I didn’t do any¬ 
thing, and we lost, it wouldn’t be 
good for my mental health,” the 
demographer from the U.S. Cen¬ 
sus Bureau said. 

Now he just needs about 100 
more spirited folks to join him. 

Starting this Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 14 and continuing through 
Friday, February 18, Clune will 
coordinate hundreds of volun¬ 
teers in canvassing all 29 East Bay 
BART stations during the morn¬ 
ing and evening rush hours. 
Clune and his crews will attempt

to educate tens of thousands of 
commuting voters with hand¬ 
outs about the Knight initiative, 
Proposition 22 on the March 7 
state ballot which, if passed, 
would place a permanent ban on 
same-sex marriages in California. 

The most recent statewide 
Field Poll, conducted February 2- 
6, shows that the measure, put on 
the ballot and largely funded by 
religious conservatives, is still fa¬ 


vored by 52 percent of voters, 
with 39 percent opposed. The San 
Francisco Bay Area, however, is 
the only region statewide op¬ 
posed, with 51 percent saying they 
would vote against the Knight ini¬ 
tiative, and 38 percent in favor. 

But according to Clune, “a lot 
of people don’t even know about 
the initiative. We have a diverse set 
of counties out here.” 

So far, Clune said he has about 
120 volunteers signed up for the 
BART action, including “straight 
couples with children, volunteers 
from Lavender Seniors, the Tri- 
Valley NOW chapter, and white, 
African American, Latino, and 
Asian American gays and lesbians 
from throughout the East Bay.” 

About a hundred more volun¬ 
teers are needed to help pass out 
No on Knight literature. All 29 
BART stations need to be covered 
between the hours of 6:30 and 
9:30 a.m. and 5-7 p.m.

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Did baseball star buy Bodfish's Bentley?

D epending on whom you be¬ 
lieve, baseball great Rickey 
Henderson was either the 
winning bidder or a runner-up in 
the auction of the classic Bentley 
automobile belonging to trans¬ 
gender murder victim Emmon 
Bodfish. Meanwhile, Bodfish’s 
Orinda home remains under in¬ 
vestigation by the state health de¬ 
partment and Contra Costa 
County officials as the possible 
source of the rare disease, Q fever. 

On Sunday, February 6, 
sources say Henderson was the 


winning bidder for Bodfish’s 
Bentley. The classic car sold for 
$101,500. Bodfish purchased the 
car seven years ago for $261,000. 

Henderson did not return calls 
placed to him through the firm 
representing him in Beverly Hills. 
The former Oakland A’s star likely 
did not know the car belonged to 
Bodfish because the Harvey Clars 
auction house where it was sold 
does not release information on 
sellers. A’s spokesman Jim Bloom 
said Henderson had bid on the 
Bentley but was not the winning 
bidder. “We would appreciate you 
keeping his name out of this,” 
added Bloom. However Bloom’s 


denial was contradicted by three 
reliable sources who were certain 
Henderson was the winning and 
not the runner-up bidder. 

Other Bodfish auction items 
included a jade necklace selling for 
$51,750 and his diamond ring for 
$41,400. In total, about $250,000 
was raised from Bodfish’s posses¬ 
sions during the weekend auction.

Not surprisingly, Republicans strongly 
favor Proposition 22 and nowhere was that 
clearer than at last weekend’s state GOP 
convention in Burlingame. While many of 
the party faithful came out to hear Arizona 
Senator John McCain, there also was a Sun¬ 
day prayer breakfast that was rabidly ho¬ 
mophobic; just as past prayer breakfasts 
have included racist jokes, this year’s event 
took aim at gays and lesbians. The state 
GOP chaplain - supposedly a man with re¬ 


ligious beliefs - unleashed a tirade against 
gays with state Senator Pete Knight, author 
of Proposition 22, in attendance. One GOP 
speaker reportedly said the United 
States would “pay a price” like Nazi 
Germany for the acceptance of 
gay men and lesbians, and , 
likened us to “all kinds of evil.” 

“Does the Republican Party 
have no sense of values?” asked the 
Reverend Jim Mitulski, pastor at Metro¬ 
politan Community Church-San Fran¬ 
cisco. “Senator Knight has suc¬ 
ceeded in taking the Republi¬ 
can Party into the gutter.” 

No on Knight campaign 
manager Mike Marshall noted that the 
prayer breakfast remarks “removed the 
cloak of moderation in which the Proposi¬ 
tion 22 campaign has tried to veil the mea¬ 
sure.” Marshall is right. For months, Knight 
has kept a low profile as Proposition 22 pro¬ 
ponents have tried to argue that the initia¬ 


tive is not about attacking gay families. Sun¬ 
day’s prayer breakfast dispelled that notion. 

The one place in the state where No on 
Knight is leading is right here in the Bay Area. 
Starting Monday - appropriately Valen¬ 
tine’s Day - the campaign will begin a 
voter education effort at East Bay 
BART stations and they could use your 
help, particularly at stations in Contra 
Costa County, which typically has more 
conservative voters. People need to 
^ learn about Proposition 22 so they 
can vote against it next month, 
and time is running out. 

Readers who want to help 
defeat Proposition 22 should 
volunteer a few hours during the morning or 
evening commutes. For contact information, 
see the story on page three. 

We - the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community - know how to vote on 
Proposition 22. Now, we have to start con¬ 
vincing others to do the same thing. T 




Beat the Petes: No on 21,22

O n March 7, California’s lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender community 
will face-off with right-wing politi¬ 
cians in yet another legislative battle. As 
most of the community knows, Proposition 
22, also known at the “Limit on Marriages” 
initiative, threatens to permanently narrow 
California’s marriage law, making it impos¬ 
sible for same-sex couples to legally marry. 
If passed, this initiative will undoubtedly 
open the door to rollbacks on hard-won do¬ 
mestic partner rights and benefits. 

In addition, our community faces a sim¬ 
ilar, yet lesser known, attack next month. 
Proposition 21, also known as the “Youth 
Injustice” initiative, targets youth and will 
alter the focus of the juvenile crime system 
toward mass incarceration and away from 
violence prevention. 

Proposition 21 is the result of former 
Governor Pete Wilson’s failed legislative at¬ 
tempts. Propostion 22 is authored by right- 
wing state Senator Pete Knight. 

Although there have been many sensa¬ 
tionalized stories of youth violence lately, 
the California Department of Justice re¬ 
ports that youth crime is actually down 30 
percent since 1990. Yet this proposition will 
invent new crimes and railroad 30,000 non¬ 
violent offenders into prison. 

Proposition 21 plays on the fears of the 
public about youth, particularly youth of 
color, just as Proposition 22 plays on het¬ 
erosexist misrepresentations of family val¬ 
ues. As LGBTQ people who share a common 
history of scapegoating and criminalization, 
we know that good public policy cannot be 
created on the basis of fear and hatred. 

Further, implementing Proposition 21 
will cost taxpayers an estimated $330 million 


a year with one-time costs of $750 million, 
according to the California’s legislative ana¬ 
lyst. Meanwhile, California already leads the 
nation in prison spending, but ranks a mere 
41st in education spending. This is an irre¬ 
sponsible allocation of our tax dollars when 
studies show that $1 million toward educa¬ 
tion incentives for young people prevents 
four times as many crimes as the same $1 
million put toward youth incarceration. 

There are more productive ways to 
discourage youth crime. What we 
want are accessible education pro¬ 
grams for youth, after-school pro¬ 
grams, violence prevention, and eco¬ 
nomic justice for our communities. 

Instead, Proposition 21 will create 
new crimes and expand existing 
crime laws that are proven 
costly and ineffective. 

For California’s youth, 
this will mean longer, 
harsher sentences for lesser crimes. If 
passed, Proposition 21 would force youth as 
young as 14 into adult facilities for nonvio¬ 
lent crimes such as graffiti. Although 
$50,000 is the current minimum in dam¬ 
ages required for a felony charge, Proposi¬ 
tion 21 would lower that requirement to 
just $400, making it a felony to put a stick¬ 
er on a stop sign. 

Proposition 21 will also allow police to 
brand three or more similarly dressed youth 
a gang. We know that young people of sim¬ 
ilar cultural backgrounds or communities 
often dress similarly, and we know that 
young people of color and young queers are 
already being used as scapegoats by police 
and other institutions. 

Together, Propositions 21 and 22 repre¬ 
sent an inundation of recent right-wing at¬ 
tacks against us. We need only look to our 
state’s recent “hits of hate” to see this pat¬ 
tern - Propositions 209, 187, and 227 are 


blatant examples of the power and persis¬ 
tence of these right-wing attacks against all 
oppressed communities. It is not surprising 
that Proposition 22’s primary funder, the 
Ahmanson Foundation, also funded these 
previous hate initiatives. The right-wing has 
a self-interest in legalizing discrimination. 
If youth are being targeted now, who’s next? 

Black, white, Latino/a, Asian, Pacific Is¬ 
lander, Middle Eastern, young or old, 
LGBTQ people are no strangers to this 
brand of hatred and fear. It is the kind of 
hatred and fear that has placed us at the 

___ center of the bull’s-eye time and 

again. If these initiatives pass, we 
can only expect more of the 
) same, with LGBTQ youth 
caught in the crossfire. 

Proposition 22 would 
deny LGBTQ youth the 
security of partner bene¬ 
fits in the future, and 
Proposition 21 is guaranteed to incriminate 
queer youth - many of whom have been 
forced by their homophobic home situations 
to live and work on the streets. Propositions 
21 and 22 are a clear and present threat to the 
survival of our youth, and will pave the way 
for the creation of more laws incriminating 
us for simply being who we are. 

The LGBTQ community must take a 
stand against these mounting attacks. 
Propositions 21 and 22 represent two bat¬ 
tles in the same war. 

Vote NO on Propositions 21 and 22 on 
March 7. ▼

No on Knight 
comes out - sort of

T he language of Proposition 
22, a ballot initiative Cali¬ 
fornians will face on March 
7, is straightforward: “Only mar¬ 
riage between a man and a 
woman is valid or recognized in 
California.” The Knight initiative 
- so dubbed by opponents be¬ 
cause a principal sponsor is anti¬ 
gay state Senator Pete Knight, a 
Republican - would prevent 
California from recognizing 
same-sex marriages per¬ 
formed in other states. 

In many respects, the 
campaign against Proposition 
22 has been a refreshing de 
parture from gay pol¬ 
itics as usual. By 
avoiding the central 
issue of gay marriage, 
however, organizers have adopted 
a risky strategy that prolongs the 
day of reckoning on that issue. 

No on Knight organizers have 
done a good job of marshaling 
available resources: They have re¬ 
portedly raised more than $3 mil¬ 
lion. Starting about February 14, 
they will air television and radio 
ads against the measure. They 
have set up an informative and 
user-friendly website 

(www.NoOnKnight.org) and 
have brought together an impres¬ 
sive grassroots cyber-network. 

Not surprisingly, the No on 
Knight campaign has attracted 
traditional allies like Democratic 
politicians and labor organiza¬ 
tions. Yet organizers recognize 
that they won’t be enough. “We 
need Republican voters to vote 
‘no’ in order to defeat [Proposi¬ 
tion 22],” acknowledges Tracey 
Conaty, press secretary for the 
campaign. 

Thanks to assistance from Cal¬ 
ifornia’s Log Cabin Republicans, 
No on Knight has been endorsed 
by high-profile GOPers like Sili¬ 
con Valley Congressman Tom 



Campbell, San Diego Mayor 
Susan Golding, and even contro¬ 
versial anti-affirmative action ac¬ 
tivist Ward Connerly. Campaign 
leaders emphasize that Republi¬ 
cans serve on their board of di¬ 
rectors. This alone is a welcome 
change from the movement’s 
usual reliance on progressive-only 
coalitions. 

In the end, however, what will 
matter most in the California 
campaign and in similar elec¬ 
toral fights around the coun¬ 
try is the message that 
resonates with voters. 
The pro-Knight 
forces have a simple mes¬ 
sage that matches the sim¬ 
plicity of the ballot language: 
gay marriage is bad 
and the initiative 
will stop it. 

The No on 
.Knight campaign, by contrast, is 
running scared on the gay mar¬ 
riage issue. It refuses to take an of¬ 
ficial position supporting or op¬ 
posing gay marriage. There is not 
a single passage in the campaign’s 
materials defending the idea. In¬ 
deed, organizers emphasize the 
support they are getting from op¬ 
ponents of gay marriage. 

“If people think this is an up- 
or-down vote on gay marriage, it 
will be very difficult to defeat this 
initiative,” asserts Conaty. Thus, in 
public pronouncements and ap¬ 
pearances, anti-initiative forces 
talk about everything but the 
merits of same-sex marriage. 

Instead, they have personalized 
the fight, highlighting the fact that 
Knight himself has not spoken to 
his own gay son in four years. 
They assert that Proposition 22 
constitutes “government interfer¬ 
ence” in “our personal lives,” a 
clever message designed to appeal 
to conservatives who favor limited 
government. At the same time, 
they link Proposition 22 to a larg¬ 
er, unspecified right-wing agenda 
that will get a “big gust of wind in 
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its sails” if the initiative passes, ac¬ 
cording to Conaty. They also tie 
the initiative to a potential rise in 
anti-gay hate crimes, bringing in 
the mother of Matthew Shepard 
to raise money. 

On its website, the campaign 
further warns that the initiative 
“threatens hospital visitation 
rights, inheritance rights and other 
equal rights and protections....” 
Those startling claims are based on 
the filing of (so far) unsuccessful 
legal challenges to domestic part¬ 
nership ordinances and non-dis¬ 
crimination laws by the religious 
right in states that have passed 
anti-gay marriage laws. 

In 1998, faced with similar ini¬ 
tiatives, gay advocates in Alaska 
and Hawaii also sought to divert 
attention from same-sex mar¬ 
riage. In Hawaii, for example, they 
argued that the ballot proposal 
there would threaten the integri¬ 
ty of the state’s Constitution. Vot¬ 
ers spurned those diversionary 
tactics and overwhelmingly 
passed the proposals. 

No on Knight’s campaign 
manager, Mike Marshall, rejects 
any comparison to Alaska and 
Hawaii. He says the ballot fights in 
those states were about legalizing 
same-sex marriage, whereas Cali¬ 
fornia won’t have gay marriage 
even if the initiative fails. Howev¬ 
er, that’s a distinction that may be 
lost on voters reading the actual 
language of Proposition 22 in the 
ballot box. 

Marshall also stresses that the 
Hawaii experience shows “you 
can’t ignore the issue,” which, ac¬ 
cording to him, is the “threat” the 
Knight initiative poses to gays as a 
group. He adds that some 87 per¬ 
cent of Californians say they per¬ 
sonally know an openly gay per¬ 
son; the same figure for Hawaii 
was only 52 percent. Such people 
are usually more sympathetic to 
gay concerns. 

Thus, unlike the Hawaii effort, 
No on Knight’s ad campaign will 
actually use the words “gay” and 
“lesbian.” That, too, is a welcome 
change in strategy. 

Yet the alleged threats from 
passage of Proposition 22 - like 
erosion of hard-won domestic 
partners’ benefits - are far-fetched 
forecasts of the measure’s ultimate 
legal effect. Ironically, the more 
we cry wolf about them the more 
likely it is that religious conserva¬ 
tives will use our own arguments 
to try to strip away these protec¬ 
tions if the initiative does pass. 

The only immediate threat 
posed by the Knight initiative is 
that California will close the door 
to same-sex marriages it already 
does not recognize. And that is the 
only threat No on Knight does 
not want voters to think about. 

This hide-the-ball tactic may 
succeed; indeed, it may be the 
only one that can succeed in the 
present environment. We’ll know 
better on March 7. 

But sometime, somewhere, 
somehow we are going to have to 
face this gay marriage thing head- 
on. We’ll be better prepared for 
that day if we’ve been a little more 
candid about what we want and 
why we deserve it. T

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Gay candidates in SF 
central committee races

S n addition to choosing dele¬ 
ft gates to their respective presi¬ 
dential nominating conven¬ 
tions, both Democratic and Re¬ 
publican voters will elect mem¬ 
bers to their party county com¬ 
mittees on March 7. In the 12th 
Assembly District, repre¬ 
sented by Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley, and the 
13th Assembly District, 
represented by Carole 
Migden, both De¬ 
mocrats, 12 members 
of the county com¬ 
mittee will be 
elected by De¬ 
mocratic vot¬ 
ers; seven ad¬ 
ditional members are appointed, 
giving the party’s governing com¬ 
mittee a total of 31 members. The 
local Democratic County Central 
Committee normally sets party 
policy, is responsible for voter reg¬ 
istration, getting out the vote for 
Democratic nominees, raising 
funds, and in recent years has be¬ 
come more powerful since the 
committee also endorses candi¬ 
dates, even in the “non-partisan” 
supervisorial and mayoral races. 

With the party registration in 
San Francisco being overwhelm¬ 
ingly Democratic, the members 
elected to the county committee 
have become increasingly power¬ 
ful as these members decide who 

ment and whose names appear on 
the all-important party slate 
cards. 

In the 13 th Assembly District, 
no less than 15 openly gay and 
lesbian candidates have filed as 
committee candidates out of a 
total of 32 candidates. Leslie 
Katz and Greg Day are both in¬ 
cumbent members seeking re- 
election. Others from the gay and 
lesbian community include: 
Shawn O’Hearn, listed as an 
HIV/STD educator, and former 
Board of Supervisors candidate; 
Juanita Owens, a current mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Education; 
Frederick Hobson, a health pol¬ 
icy consultant and former Board 
of Supervisors candidate; Criss 
Romero, a union organizer and 
former president of the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Democratic Club; 
Alonzo D. Reese, a law firm ad¬ 
ministrator and longtime mem¬ 
ber of Lesbians and Gays of 
African Descent for Democratic 
Action; Jeff Sheehy, a civil rights 
organizer and past Milk Club 
president; George Smith III, a 
member of LG ADDA; Robin F. 
Levitt, an architect and former 
candidate for the central commit¬ 
tee; Dean Goodwin, an HIV ser¬ 
vices analyst for the Department 
of Public Health and Mayor 
Willie Brown’s former liaison to 
the LGBT community; Anna 
Damiani, a longtime party ac¬ 
tivist and small business owner; 
Jerry D. Threet, a tenant attor¬ 
ney; Scott M. Moore, an Inter¬ 
net communications worker; and 
Phillip Babcock, an academic 
analyst and current Milk Club 
president. 

Over in the 12th Assembly 
District, Connie O’Connor, a 

lieutenant in the San Francisco 
Sheriff’s Department, and a veter¬ 
an member of the county com¬ 
mittee, is seeking re-election. 

On the GOP side, there were

no identified gay or lesbian candi¬ 
dates for the Republican County 
Central Committee in the 12th 
Assembly District, but two gay 
men, G. Michael German, the 
general counsel for the commit¬ 
tee, and attorney Randy 
Bernard, are candidates in the 
13th Assembly District. Both men 
are incumbents, respected 
gay and civil rights ac¬ 
tivists, and deserve to 
be re-elected. Regis¬ 
tered Republicans 
comprise about 15 
percent of the coun¬ 
ty’s voters, though the 
Elections Department 
reports a 
marked in¬ 


crease in 
change of reg¬ 
istration from “independent” to 
Republican in the past few days. 
Most political observers attribute 
this to the current buzz over pres¬ 
idential candidate John McCain,

who won a whopping 19-point 
victory over George W. Bushin 
New Hampshire’s primary last 
Tuesday. 

Members of the Democratic 
and Republican central commit¬ 
tees serve two-year terms. 

Politics and people 

Former District Attorney Arlo 
Smith tells me that “as of now” he 
plans to be a candidate for super¬ 
visor in the 7th District this year 
and there are strong rumors that 
former prosecutor Bill Fazio, 
who missed being elected district 
attorney in December by only 
1,700 votes, is being urged to run 
in that district as well; with no 
love lost between Fazio and 
Smith, that would be an interest¬ 
ing contest. 

Word out of Sacramento is 
that Governor Gray Davis won’t 
wait very long before deciding the 
future of embattled Caltrans di¬ 
rector Jose Medina; my sources 
tell me that Medina, a former San 
Francisco supervisor, refuses to 
resign quietly and Davis may be 
forced to find him another job in 
order to get him out of the trans¬ 
portation department. One of the 
complaints Medina is facing is 
discrimination from women on 
his staff. 

While speaking to the state 
GOP convention in Burlingame 
last weekend, Republican U.S. 
Senate candidate Bill Horn, a San 
Diego County supervisor, at¬ 
tacked fellow GOP Senate hopeful 
Representative Tom Campbell 
saying “In my mind, Campbell 
votes like Feinstein in boxer 
shorts.” 

First lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton made her candidacy for a 


New York seat in the U.S. Senate 
official last Sunday, February 6, 
and the battle of celebrity en¬ 
dorsers for Clinton and her pre¬ 
sumed GOP opponent, New York 
City Mayor Rudolph Giuliani, 
has already started. Giuliani 
boasts of campaign donations by 
four notoriously anti-gay celebs: 
Charlton Heston, far-right pub¬ 
lisher Richard Mellon Scaife, 
conservative author William F. 
Buckley, and former U.N. Am¬ 
bassador Jeanne Kirkpatrick. 
Clinton racked up campaign con¬ 
tributions from Barbra 
Streisand, Rosie O’Donnell, 
Gloria Steinem, and actors tom 
Cruise, Paul Newman, and 
Michael Douglas. 

After making barely a blip on 
the GOP presidential radar, Gary 
Bauer dropped out of the race 
last week. It was the homophobic 
Bauer who recently proclaimed 
allowing gays and lesbians to serve 
in the military was “idiotic,” right 
after the insufferably righteous 
Alan Keyes said that “one of the 
nice things about military people 
is, they’re straight.” (Ha!) 

They went crazy over Arizona 
Senator John McCain at the Cali¬ 
fornia Republican Party conven¬ 
tion last weekend in Burlingame; 
even “Boy” George Bush’s sup¬ 
porters were grumbling that their 
man made a mistake in snubbing 
the show and sending his brother, 
Florida Governor Jeb Bush, in 
his place. 

Some of those close to city 
Treasurer Susan Leal are sug¬ 
gesting that you can add her name 
to the list of mayoral possibilities 
the next time around. 

One of the hottest races in next 
month’s Democratic primary is 
the state’s 23rd Senate District 
where Senator Tom Hayden (D) 
is termed out and Assemblymem- 
bers Sheila Kuehl and Wally 
Knox are locked in an increasing¬ 
ly bitter battle for the Demo nom¬ 
ination to succeed Hayden; Kuehl 
has the endorsements of Gover¬ 
nor Davis and U.S. Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer, but Knox has a big¬ 
ger bankroll. This one is a tossup. 

Morgan Gorrono, co-owner 
of The Bar on Castro, was sworn 
in by Mayor Brown as a member 
of the city’s Civil Service Com¬ 
mission. 

The Concord City Council, at 
its meeting last Tuesday, appoint¬ 
ed former San Franciscan and 
current Concord resident Kevin 
W.W. Johnson, a longtime gay 
and civil rights activist, to an un¬ 
expired term on that city’s 
Human Relations Commission; 
the body supports personal free¬ 
doms from discrimination pro¬ 
hibited by state and federal law, 
develops positive human relations 
through community education 
and understanding, and encour¬ 
ages the promotion of better 
human relations and equal op¬ 
portunity. 

What’s up with state Senator 
Pete Knight, the author of the 
anti-gay Proposition 22? This guy 
is so paranoid that he won’t even 
debate the “gay marriage” propo¬ 
sition. San Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno, one of the champi¬ 
ons of the No on Knight fight, has 
repeatedly asked Knight to debate 
the issue and he keeps ducking. 
Knight is even running from an 
invitation from the Common¬ 
wealth Club of San Francisco to 
debate the polished Leno.

Two days later, on January 28, 
three men were walking on Eure¬ 
ka and 19th streets at around 
10:55 p.m. They were ap¬ 
proached by three other men, 
one with a gun, who demanded 
their money. All three victims 
lost about $155 combined and 
several credit cards. Before the 
suspects fled, a man hit one of 
the victims over the head with 
the butt of the gun. The robbers 
ran northbound on Eureka Street 
toward 18th and were seen get¬ 
ting into a gold Honda or Acura, 
which sped off toward 19th 
Street. 

On Tuesday, February 1 at 3 
a.m. at the corner of 20th and 
Castro, a man who had just used 
the Bank of America ATM was 
approached by three men, one of 


whom shoved a gun in his side. 
Taking his wallet, the men 
'checked the victim’s hand for a 
watch and jewelry, then ran 
around the corner and got into a 
white Volkswagen Rabbit. In this 
case, one of the suspects was 
thought to have been Filipino, 
speaking with a Tagalog accent. 

On Friday, February 4 at 12:05 
a.m. at Castro and 19th, a man 
was approached by three men 
who demanded his wallet. Al¬ 
though the victim did not see a 
gun, he heard what sounded like 
a shotgun rack; The suspects 
took the man’s wallet and house 
keys and fled in a blue two-door 
vehicle. 

On Sunday, February 6 at 
12:45 a.m. at Noe and 19th 
streets, two men were ap¬ 
proached by three robbers who 
demanded their wallets. One of 
the suspects held a semi-auto¬ 
matic handgun, pulled the slide 


back and said, “Don’t do any¬ 
thing stupid.” A woman - de¬ 
scribed as an Asian female with 
her hair in a ponytail - stood on 
the corner acting as a lookout. 
The victims lost about $70 as well 
as their identification. The sus¬ 
pects ran north on Noe toward 
the 7-Eleven store. 

Robberies such as these are 
hard to prepare for and even 
harder to escape once the sus¬ 
pects have identified their victim, 
but Officer Jane Warner with the 
San Francisco Patrol Special Po¬ 
lice, which serves the Castro Dis¬ 
trict, said there are certain pre¬ 
cautions everyone should take. 

First of all, try to avoid walk¬ 
ing around during late night 
hours. If you must walk, avoid 
dark and unpopulated areas. 
Keep credit cards and identifica¬ 
tion separate from your wallet. 
Consider not wearing your fa¬ 
vorite jewelry when you are out, 
and don’t carry a lot of cash. 
Keep some “give away” money in 
your wallet, about $ 10-$ 15 in 
ones. 

“You are our eyes and our 
ears,” said Warner. “If you see 
anything suspicious in the neigh¬ 
borhood, call 911 and report it.” 

And of course, if you are ap¬ 
proached, don’t try to fight what 
could be a deadly situation; hand 
over the goods, do exactly as 
you’re told, and count your bless¬ 
ings. 

This is not the first time the 
Castro has seen a rash of armed 
robberies. In April and May of 
last year, the neighborhood’s 
Cafe Monaco, A Different Light 
Bookstore, 7-Eleven, and Tower 
Records were all hit, along with 
some stores in the Mission neigh¬ 
borhood. In those cases, police 
arrested a single suspect believed 
to be responsible for about 10 
crimes. In the case of the recent 
Castro street robberies, police 
have no known suspects. ▼ 
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Charges dropped in 
‘San Diego Six’ SM trial

If ast Tuesday, February 1, San 
3 Diego Deputy City Attorney 
Ito Tristan Higgins-Goodell an¬ 
nounced that the City Attorney’s 
office would not further pursue 
charges against six defendants ar¬ 
rested at a private SM party in 
October. 

The charges stemmed from a 
vice unit raid on an October 29 
play party sponsored by Club X, a 
San Diego SM organization that 
sponsors social and educational 


charges of “lewd acts” and offered 
a plea bargain involving a guilty 
plea, a $500 fine, and three years 
probation; Watkins declined the 
offer in favor of a jury trial. 

Watkins’s trial began on Janu¬ 
ary 24. Three witnesses testified 
for the defense about the nature 
of and the policies in effect at the 
party, which involved consensual 
adult activities. On January 26, 
the jury returned a unanimous 
verdict in Watkins’s favor. Fol¬ 
lowing the trial, members of the 
jury told Higgins-Goodell and 
defense attorney Andy

events for the leather community. 
Six attendees were cited for lewd 
conduct or public nudity, both 
misdemeanors. No one was de¬ 
tained, and the party ended im¬ 
mediately following the raid. Club 
X co-chair Madoc Pope said that 
the organization holds a few such 
parties per year and has been 
doing so “for almost a decade,” but 
has never previously had a similar 
problem with the San Diego po¬ 
lice, including during the club’s 
large annual LeatherFest events. 

Although the defendants 
hoped ith have charges against 
them dropped, the City Attorney’s 
office proceeded with December 
arraignments. The first, Crickett 
Watkins, was arraigned on 


Zmurkiewicz that they believed 
Higgins-Goodell’s case was 
“weak” and that the vice raid was 
a “waste of time.” According to 
Watkins, “The system actually 
worked this time.” 

The trials of the remaining five 
defendants (whose names were not 
made public to protect their priva¬ 
cy) had been scheduled to take 
place in late February, but after the 
city’s loss in the first case, the city 
attorney declined to proceed with 
the rest of the trials. Although Hig¬ 
gins-Goodell did not give a reason 
for the decision not to pursue the 
remaining cases, Pope speculated 
that the decision resulted from the 
“complete defeat” in the initial trial. 
Although the rest of the defendants 
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will still have pretrial conferences, 
it is expected that all charges will be 
dropped. 

Soon after the October raid, 
Club X mounted an e-mail cam¬ 
paign and support for the six 
began to pour in from the leather 
community around the country; 
a defense fund was set up to cover 
legal expenses. 

Pope said that Club X and other 
leather/SM/fetish groups in the city 
would retain an attorney to review 
the groups’ policies and procedures 
in an attempt to avoid further vice 
actions in the future. T

Bradley said. 

Bradley also mentioned sexual 
orientation. “Every time I see 
someone who sees beyond gender 
and beyond sexual orientation I 
think all of us could be that good. 

“What my campaign is about 
is asking good people to come 
forward so our voices can be 
heard. I want to be president of 
the United States in order to use 
the^power of that office to do 
good,” he said. 

One of the centerpieces of 
Bradley’s campaign is establishing 
universal health care, and he spoke 
about that, saying it is an issue that 
distinguishes him from Gore. 

“National health care has been 
part of the Democratic platform 
for 50 years. A1 Gore talks about 
universal health care but he does¬ 
n’t have a plan,” said Bradley. 

Bradley’s plan calls for provid¬ 
ing all Americans access to quali¬ 
ty and affordable health care. 
Specifically, it guarantees health 
care for all children and provides 
significant tax relief to working 
families so they can afford cover¬ 
age. It also provides portability so 
that working people won’t lose 
their health insurance when they 
lose or change jobs. Bradley esti¬ 
mates his plan would cost $55-65 
billion annually. 

Milk Club support 

The Milk Club’s endorsement 
of Bradley last week was not un¬ 
expected. Phillip Babcock, newly 
elected club president, stated that 
“Our community can strongly 
support the candidacy of Bill 
Bradley. His record on civil rights 
and his strong commitment to the 


LGBT community is unsurpassed 
in this race.” 

Babcock pointed to Bradley’s 
stance against the failed “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy covering 
gays in the military and his early 
opposition to the Knight initiative 
(Proposition 22) on the March 
ballot in California as just two 
reasons for the club’s support. An¬ 
other reason was Bradley’s com¬ 
mitment to universal health care, 
including for people living with 
HIV/AIDS. 

After his brief stop in Califor¬ 
nia last week, Bradley headed to 
the East Coast for more cam¬ 
paigning. On Sunday, he met with 
representatives of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force and 
pledged renewed efforts to fight 
the Knight initiative, which would 
ban California from recognizing 
same-sex marriages performed in 
other states. 

“We are gratified that Senator 
Bradley not only recognizes the 
inherent unfairness of Proposi¬ 
tion 22, but will continue to use 
his campaign as a bully pulpit to 
organize and get his supporters 
out to vote against it,” said Kerry 
Eobel, NGLTF’s executive direc¬ 
tor. “Both Bradley and Vice Presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore have spoken out 
forcefully against the Knight ini¬ 
tiative. Now it is time to translate 
words into action and opposition 
into votes.” 

Bradley and Gore are expected 
to attend this weekend’s state De¬ 
mocratic Party convention in San 
Jose.▼

not the first time the nonprofit 
AIDS service organization has 
drawn on its public policy budget 
to fight statewide initiatives. The 
group contributed to campaigns 
against the draconian Lyndon 
LaRouche AIDS quarantine ballot 
measure in the late 1980s, and 
more recently contributed to the 
campaign against Proposition 209, 
an anti-affirmative action measure. 

SFAF is not the only AIDS ser¬ 
vice organization in the state to 
contribute to No on Knight. 

According to campaign finance 
filing reports, the AIDS Health¬ 
care Foundation, a $35 million 
medical care provider to approxi¬ 
mately 5,000 people with 
HIV/AIDS in the Los Angeles 
area, recently donated $5,000 to 
No on Knight. 

If the Knight initiative passes, 
Christen believes that gays and 
lesbians would suffer further dis¬ 
crimination. “The concern I 
would have is that it would send 
another hideous statement that 
gays and lesbians are not equal, 
and are considered lesser human 
beings” by California voters. 

Increasingly, Christen said, re¬ 
search has shown that there is a 
strong correlation between homo- 
phobic attitudes in society, self-es¬ 
teem among gay and bisexual 
men, and HIV transmission - 
particularly among African Amer¬ 
ican and Latino men. 

Christen pointed to findings re¬ 
leased last month from the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention suggesting that the so¬ 
cial stigma of homosexuality “has 
helped fuel the spread” of HIV 
within minority communities. 

“It’s kind of astounding if you 
think about it,” observed Christen, 
who has been involved in AIDS 
advocacy work since the days of 
the Reagan administration, “that 
the CDC would come out and say 
homophobia is correlated with 
HIV transmission.” 

Horizons Foundations Execu¬ 
tive Director Peter Teague agreed 
with Christens assessment.“We’re 
only beginning to understand the 
links between homophobia and, 
not just AIDS, but a whole range of 
public health issues. My personal 
view is [No on Knight donations] 
are a good investment in AIDS pre¬ 
vention, thinking about AIDS as 
symptom of homophobia.” 

Marshall, whose fundraising ef¬ 
forts have been far less successful 
than Yes on Knight’s, was effusive 
in his praise for both SFAF and 
Horizons. 

“The only reason we have this 
money is because of Pat Christen,” 
Marshall of SFAF’s $55,000 dona¬ 
tion. “The AIDS foundation gets 
this, that if the Knight initiative pass¬ 
es, it doesn’t help them do their job 
in preventing new HIV infections.” 

Marshall also credited Teague 
with “taking a tremendous lead” in 
the No on Knight effort. “He’s call¬ 
ing other nonprofits asking them 
to match their contributions.” 

Not everyone in the communi¬ 
ty agreed that AIDS service and 
prevention organizations should 
give money to fight the anti-gay 
Knight initiative. 

“When you give money to the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
what you believe you are giving 
money to is direct client services 
and direct prevention programs,” 
commented A. Toni Young, an 
HIV prevention consultant who 
co-chairs the HIV Prevention 
Planning Council. 

“I see their long-term vision, 
but $55,000 worth of sterile nee¬ 
dles in the midst of an epidemic 
among injection drug users would 
be a more meaningful use of 
funds,” Young said. T

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 


What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has, been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 


Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 


Does SUSTIVA reduce^he risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 


How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you’ve taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mobd or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list.of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women sffould not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
.your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
dver-fhe : counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA: * * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 


Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep SUSTIVA out of 
the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose 
of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately.

PROPECIA** is for use by MEN ONLY. 

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied 
for an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year. Hair counts 
in men who did not take PROPECIA continued to decrease. 

In one study, patients were questioned on the growth of body hair. PROPECIA did not appear to affect hair in places other than 
the scalp. 

Will PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in thin or balding areas of the scalp. 

Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally 
you will not be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost. There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works 
in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it If the drug has not worked for you in twelve 
months, further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have 
gained within 12 months of stopping treatment You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should i take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do cal take an extra tablet Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


Who should NQI take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women 
or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

If a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA. either by swallowing 
or through the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby’s sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into 
contact with the active ingredient in PROPECIA, a doctor should be consulted. PROPECIA tablets are coated and will 
prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, itching, hives and swelling 
of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affecta blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. 

If you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided 
that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. 

Keep PROPECIA and all medications out of the reach of children.

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Risky business 

HIV transmission focus of conference

H ow difficult is it to get HIV? 
The seventh Conference on 
Retroviruses and Oppor¬ 
tunistic Infections offered a mixed 
bag of evidence that both soothed 
and disconcerted. 

Heterosexual transmission be¬ 
tween married couples did not 
occur if the viral load was 1,500 or 
less, in a study done in Uganda. Dr. 
Thomas Quinn, from Johns Hop¬ 
kins University, monitored 415 
couples over 30 months and 
reached that encouraging conclu¬ 
sion. He also confirmed that risk of 
transmission from the infected to 
the uninfected partner increased 
with the viral load. It made little 
difference whether male or female 
partner was infected. 

But don’t go throwing those 
condoms away just because your 
viral load is undetectable, there 
are some serious questions about 
relevancy of the data. The number 
of people in the study with a low 
viral load was small, so statistical¬ 
ly speaking, one would not neces¬ 
sarily expect to see any new infec¬ 
tions in this subset. 

HIV is a rapidly mutating 
virus. It is not clear that virus held 
in check by drugs has the same in¬ 
fective capacity as virus held in 
check by the immune system. Nor 
is it clear what role non-vaginal 
sex played in transmission in the 
study group. Many believe that 
unprotected anal sex carries a 
higher risk of transmission than 
does vaginal sex. 

Dr. Michelle Roland, a re¬ 
searcher at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Francisco, told the As¬ 
sociated Press that she knows of 
one case in the city where a man 
passed the virus to his female sex 
partner, even though his plasma 
viral load was undetectable. 

That could be because the 
testes are behind a blood barrier, 
which some anti-HIV drugs do 
not penetrate very well. The virus 
can have separate patterns of ac¬ 
tivity and mutation within this tis¬ 
sue compartment. Also, viral load 
can “blip” or show a short-term 
rise due to a cold, minor infection, 
or even a vaccination. That blip 
may not be caught by a viral load 
test as frequent as once a month. 

Oral sex 

Prevention messages within 
the gay community have long 
taught that oral sex is “safer” than 
unprotected anal sex. Some have 
been lulled or deluded themselves 
into thinking that low risk meant 
no risk. They were shocked to read 
a report that assigned 6.6 percent 
of HIV infections in one study to 
oral sex. Dr. Beth Dillon, from the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, presented the work. 

Over a three-year period her 
research team interviewed 122 pa¬ 
tients in San Francisco who were 
recently infected (within the last 
12 months), to ascertain how they 
became infected. It found eight 
who claimed to engage only in 
oral sex, or who always used con¬ 
doms when getting fucked. While 
condoms are highly effective in 
preventing the transmission of 
HIV, they are not 100 percent ef¬ 
fective. Aside from the noticeable 
complete break, from time to time 
a small bit of material may slip 
through, as illustrated by the oc¬ 
casional pregnancy, even though 
a condom was used during sex. 

Seven of the eight performed 
oral sex to orgasm, little is known of

the viral load of their partners. Sev¬ 
eral likely had gum or mouth dis¬ 
ease at the time of infection, which 
may have facilitated transmission. 
Use of poppers, which dilate blood 
vessels and hence exposure to HIV, 
was not recorded. The study did not 


report information on the number 
of sexual contacts each patient had, 
so it offers nothing on the relative 
risk of each contact. 

“It’s a little piece of evidence,” 
said James Learned, an educator 
with the Community Research Ini¬ 
tiative on AIDS. “But there are big 
questions in it.” He urged people to 
read it “in context” and not get too 
upset or discouraged. Oral sex is 
still more than a hundred times less 
risky than unprotected anal sex. 

Superinfection 

“Is there original immunogenic 
sin?” asked Dr. Gary Nabel, direc¬ 
tor of the Vaccine Research Center 
at the National Institutes of 
Health. Many believe that once in¬ 
fected with HIV, one cannot be¬ 
come infected with a second strain. 
The few exceptions to the rule have 
been attributed to virtually simul¬ 
taneous exposure to two viruses. 

Dr. J.B. Angel documented the 
first example of “superinfection,”

ew findings published in 
^ M . the January 28 issue of Sci- 
1 m ence magazine suggest that 
HIV originated in 1930 in west 
equatorial Africa, two decades 
earlier than previously believed. 

The research was conducted by 
a team from Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity, the University of Alabama, 
and Los Alamos National Labora¬ 
tory. The unpublished findings 
were presented in a review article 
by Dr. Beatrice Hahn of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama at Birmingham. 

The latest estimates are based 
on supercomputer models of HIV 
evolution derived from a large 
database of HIV samples at Los 
Alamos; genetic sequences were 
used to construct an evolutionary 
tree for the virus. Dr. Bette Kor- 
ber, head of the Los Alamos team, 


discussed the findings at the sev¬ 
enth Conference on Retroviruses 
and Opportunistic Infections held 
in San Francisco January 30-Feb- 
ruary 2. The 1930 estimate has a 
margin of error of 20 years. 

At the Intersciences Confer¬ 
ence on Retroviruses and Oppor¬ 
tunistic Infections last September, 
Hahn presented findings suggest¬ 
ing that HIV most likely jumped 
the species barrier from chim¬ 
panzees to humans, since the 
most common type of HIV - 
Group M - is closely related to a 
virus found in chimps; Hahn pro¬ 
posed that this interspecies trans¬ 
mission probably occurred in the 
rain forests of west Africa. 

Anthropological evidence 
lends credence to the new esti¬ 
mated date.

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INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is indicated tor the treatment of: 

1. anorexia associated with weight loss in patients with AIDS; and 

2. nausea and vomiting associated with cancer chemotherapy in patients who have failed to respond adequately 

to conventional antiemetic treatments. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Marinol (dronabinol) is contraindicated in any patient who has a history of hypersensitivity to any cannabinoid 
or sesame oil. 

WARNINGS 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage 
in any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients with the fol¬ 
lowing medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common 
and marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or 
other psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied: 

Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the 
potential for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol dr other 
CNS depressants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage 
in any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 

Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of 
the drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision 
of a responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: in studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e.g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were dis¬ 
covered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both 
metabolic and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, 
might displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are summarized 
in the following table. 


patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant clinical trials (8%) 
(see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clihical trials 
involved the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a 
minor CNS adverse event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 
6 weeks thereafter.

The clinical significance of the association of these events with Marinol treatment is unknown, but they are 
reported as alerting information for the clinician.

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
[Schedule III (CHI)] under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and 
perception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of 
addiction rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological 
status have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes: 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion 
or systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial 
number of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving 
dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers 
manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes", sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, 
hiccoughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes 
consistent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. 
Patients also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of

oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to iBO mg/m'. equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times m 
mended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/mVday in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/m 2 /day in AIDS 
patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal fluid 
volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the testis 
were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The signif¬ 
icance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 
to 450 mg/m', equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m7day in 
cancer patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m 2 (equiv¬ 
alent to 0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m 2 in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m ! /day in AIDS 
patients). These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice 
and rats, dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and 
early resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less 
maternal toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be 
used only if the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of 
HIV virus in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the 
nursing baby. 

, ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse expenences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the 
first 28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving 
dronabinol and 68 receiving placebo. 

A cannabinoid dose-related “high” (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 


OVERDOSAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, height¬ 
ened sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddenea conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following 
MODERATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and 
reduced bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, 
slurred speech, and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures 
may occur in patients with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70kg). Significant CNS 
symptoms in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. 
Hypotension usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (b.i.d.), 
before lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be 
reduced to 2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in 
the absence of significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day 
Marinol, administered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol 
because of the increased frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/m 2 , given 1 to 3 hours prior to the admin¬ 
istration of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. 
Should the 5 mg/m 2 dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be 
escalated by 2.5 mg/m 2 increments to a maximum of 15 mg/m 2 per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose 
escalation, however, as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum 
dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 

SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 
8° and 15°C (46° and 59°F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the cap¬ 
sules has been identified.

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the virus from chimps to humans. 
Beginning in 1921, French colo¬ 
nizers began building the Congo- 
Ocean railroad through the rain 
forest, a project that involved 
forced labor and the destruction 
of villages. According to Bruce 
Fetter, a social historian from the 
University of Wisconsin, mal¬ 
nourished workers might have re¬ 
sorted to killing chimps for food, 
which could have led to bites and 
injuries that allowed the virus to 
pass from chimps to humans. The 
virus may have crossed the species 
barrier on more than one occa¬ 
sion. Dr. Steven Wolinsky of 
Northwestern University Medical 
School suggested that HIV may 
have existed in humans for a long 
time before it became virulent 
and began its epidemic spread. 

The first known case of HIV 
was detected in a plasma sample 
stored in 1959 in Kinshasa, near the 
Congo-Ocean railroad terminus. 

Other factors around the same 
time may have also contributed to 
the spread of the virus. Colonizers 
instituted widespread vaccination 
programs against diseases such as 
smallpox and sleeping sickness, in 
which needles were used on mul¬ 
tiple people. Also, in the early 
decades of the century chimps 
began to be captured for zoos and 
circuses. According to Jim Moore, 
an anthropologist at the Universi¬ 
ty of California, San Diego, this 
was likely the first time people 
were trying to capture chimps 
alive, increasing the risk qf bites. 

Not everyone agrees with the 
1930 estimate. A 1999 book, The 
River, by British author Edward 
Hooper, proposed that HIV was 
transmitted to humans due to the 
use of primate kidney tissue in the 
development of the oral polio 
vaccine in the late 1950s. Hooper 
argues, “It’s unlikely HIV would 
have left no traces between an 
emergence around 1930 and the 
first known case in 1959.” 

Since its emergence, HIV has 
mutated into several subtypes, 
making vaccine development 
more difficult. Y

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency vims (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), orZerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute® Cardioquin®, Quinidex® and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

1 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

the disease as a result of his work in 
Bodfish’s Orinda home. 

State health department 
spokeswoman Lea Brooks said Q 
fever is so rare that only three 
cases, including Larocque’s, were 
reported in California last year. 
Deborah Bass, of Contra Costa 
County Mosquito and Vector Con¬ 
trol said it was the first reported 
case ever in Contra Costk^Cdiiftty. 

Q fever is caused by the Cox- 
iella burnetii bacteria found in in¬ 
fected animals. It can be transmit¬ 
ted from animals to people 
through dust contaminated from 
the tissue or bodily fluids of ani¬ 
mals infected with the bacteria. 
Doctors speculate Larocque con¬ 
tracted the disease after inhaling 
infected dust in Bodfish’s home. 

State health department officials 
say it could be several weeks before 
they are able to determine whether 
the bacteria that causes Q fever is 
present is Bodfish’s home. Testing of 
the house began this week. 

If Bodfish’s home is confirmed 
as the source of Q fever, there’s a 
possibility it could explain Bod¬ 
fish’s apparent ill health. Bodfish 
had told his friends he damaged 
his liver and suffered chronic ill¬ 
nesses as the result of his work 
with toxic chemicals years ago 
when he was in the plumbing and 
pool business. Bodfish’s autopsy 
report included an analysis of his 
liver. It was completely normal, 
prompting speculation Bodfish 
was a hypochondriac. Experts say 
it’s not out of the realm of possi¬ 
bility that an untreated case of Q 
fever could result in chronic illness. 

In some aspects, Q fever may 
be as mysterious as Bodfish’s mur¬ 
der itself. Police say they still have 
no suspects and no leads. Bodfish, 
56, was found dead in his Orinda 
home last June 30. His son, Max 
Wills, 33, was found dead the next 
day in Southern California after 
he slashed himself with a razor 
after being told of his mother’s 
(Bodfish) death. 

Police may soon release more 
information on the case in the 
hopes it will generate tips from the 
public. Last week, Bodfish’s estate 
executor and longtime lawyer, Gar¬ 
rett Riegg, told the B.A.R. he hopes 
he will be able to use some of Bod¬ 
fish’s money to initiate a reward 
fund to help catch his killer. ▼

So the guilt-free prospect of 
being decimated at a few thou¬ 
sand miles an hour looks pretty 
good, especially in the company 
of potential Olympians. 

Now of course, lots of ordinary 
non-athletic folk perish in plane 
crashes. A few singers, too, and 
strangely, a lot of astronauts. If 
you’re interested in checking out 
the crash record of your frequent 
flyer plan, visit www.planecrash- 
info.com. 

If you’re expecting the repli¬ 
cants on the evening news to pur¬ 
sue the explanation as to why more 
and more plane crashes occur, and 
not fill the airwaves with treacly 
human interest pieces on the griev¬ 
ing relatives of the in-flight de¬ 
ceased, you will be disappointed. 


But what’s the gay angle? 
There’s always a gay angle. A fa¬ 
miliar pattern occurs in the lives 
of closeted pro jocks. They could 
only find romance on the road. 
Dave Pallone. Billy Bean. Even 
former pro football player David 
Kopay had to leave San Francisco 
to get some nookie during the 
Boogie Nights era, even when he 
was a 49er. Go figure. 

But what if you end up on a 
plane full of jocks? A pro bowler? 
A whole team? 

I’d say make the most of it. 
Odds are you’re gonna end up on 
America’s Funniest Corporate Ex¬ 
plosions anyway. 

But say you survive a group 
flight with a team in tow. I’d say, 
make the most of that, too. Flirt. 
Upgrade to business class. 

But if they start playing a 
Richie Valens, Patsy Cline or 
Buddy Holly tribute over the pre¬ 
flight Muzak, take the bus. T

The team had resorted to 
cannibalism to stay alive. 

Luckily, they were soccer players, 
so drumsticks were the entree. 
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Open Hand 
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homes each week - were asked last 
July to choose between one or the 
other program. “Seven out of 10 
people chose just groceries, and 
that’s a big change from what we use 
to be about,” commented Nolan. 

The grocery program will con¬ 
tinue to be reserved for people 
with disabling HIV and AIDS, as 
it is reportedly at capacity now. 

Nolan also said there was a 
“growing awareness of other ill¬ 
nesses” within his organization. 
For over a year, “without any 
harm to the HIV program,” Pro¬ 
ject Open Hand has delivered 900 
lunches daily to seniors at 17 sites 
throughout San Francisco, after 
picking up a $1 million city con¬ 
tract relinquished by the Salvation 
Army, which did not want to 
comply with the city’s equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance. Nolan said that 
the contract has actually helped 
pay for some of the HIV program 
by funding chefs and other staff. 

“From the beginning,” Nolan 
added, “we’ve had what we called 
‘Ruth’s list,”’ a group of 30 to 40 
people who were permitted to ac¬ 
cess the food services due to de¬ 
bilitating conditions other than 
HIV/AIDS. Nolan explained that 
Project Open Hand’s founder, 
Ruth Brinker’s “vision when she 
started this was that soon the epi¬ 
demic would be over, and this or¬ 
ganization would be able to serve 
others.” 

Nolan said that other similar 
AIDS organizations across the 
country are considering broaden¬ 
ing their mission beyond AIDS, 
and are watching Project Open 
Hand to gauge their own likeli¬ 
hood of success. Locally Nolan 
noted that Shanti had recently ex¬ 
panded services to non-AIDS 
clients, and the AIDS Emergency 
Fund recently announced a fund 
to assist women with breast cancer. 


Money a factor 

As with San Francisco’s chief 
food program for people with 
HIV/AIDS, the organizations 
Nolan was referring to presum¬ 
ably are also seeking to broaden 
their base of financial support. 
While Project Open Hand’s dona¬ 
tions from the community have 
grown larger in recent years due 
to the strong economy, the total 
number of individual donations 
has decreased from a high of 
about 45,000 annually to 37,000 - 
a drop he attributes to a declining 
interest from the public and the 
media in AIDS. He is hopeful that 
the changes will result in in¬ 
creased support from new 
donors, including those who, “for 
whatever reason,” are more inter¬ 
ested in giving for other diseases. 

With its $8,435,000 annual 
budget this year, including $1.3 
million in Ryan White CARE Act 
funds, Project Open Hand’s fund¬ 
ing has remained level with the 
previous year, excluding capital 
funds raised to pay for the new 
building it occupied three years 
ago. 

The group reports that it 
spends 82 percent of its annual 
income on direct services to 
clients - considered a high figure. 
It employs 130 full- and part-time 
staff, and also benefits from the 
strong support of about 800 active 
volunteers. 

Project Open Hand officials 
said that the specific criteria for 
the new “Homebound/Critically 
Ill” program, for people under 60 
only, include one or more of the 
following specific conditions: bed 
bound; poor balance and unable 
to stand; must avoid all stress and 
physical activity; range of motion 
severely limited in their arms or 
hands; ambulation limited to 60 
feet; dementia or impaired mem¬ 
ory; and/or chemotherapy. 

These conditions were selected 
to include people with breast can¬ 


cer and other cancers, heart dis¬ 
ease, multiple sclerosis, severe 
arthritis, as well as other serious 
or temporary conditions, such as 
broken bones or a complicated 
pregnancy. 

Although Nolan reports hav¬ 
ing received a few calls and letters 
- almost all anonymously - from 
clients and donors opposed to the 
expansion of Project Open 
Hand’s mission, at least one client 
who attended last Wednesday’s 
meeting was not happy about it. 

Bruce Schmitt, a client for over 
five years, said that he is “not re¬ 
sentful about these people being 
brought in; I think it’s wonderful.” 

But Schmitt complained about 
the recent requirement that 
HIV/AIDS clients choose between 
with meal delivery or a weekly bag 
of groceries, rather than receive 
both. 

“A lot of people with 
HIV/AIDS are strapped financial¬ 
ly,” said Schmitt, who said he has 
been HIV-positive for 13 and a 
half years. 

Nolan repeatedly emphasized 
that the new program, made pos¬ 
sible in part by the huge kitchen 
in his group’s new building, will 
have “no effect” on the HIV/AIDS 
program. He also noted that 
funds would not be accounted for 
separately for different diseases, 
and that the board has directed 
him to increasingly merge the 
AIDS and non-AIDS programs 
over time. 

“What a lot of people don’t 
understand is that for these peo¬ 
ple under 60, they don’t have any¬ 
thing else,” Nolan told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “I come from a 
small town where if you got sick, 
Mrs. Jones made a stew. And we’re 
reproducing that here.” T

HIV transmission 
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where a second HIV infection oc¬ 
curred years after the first. The 
subject was a patient at the Ot¬ 
tawa Hospital in Canada who was 
diagnosed with HIV in 1989, a 
blood sample was taken and 
stored. He eventually went on a 
combination regimen and his 
health was stable when he began a 
relationship with another HIV¬ 
positive man in the fall of 1997. 
They did not use condoms. Soon 
his regimen began to fail and his 
disease began to progress rapidly. 

The researchers ran a genetic 
analysis of the patient’s virus from 
1989 and 1998. The latter sample 
contained gene segments that 
were not present in the early sam¬ 
ple, and were unlikely to have 
evolved from it. Those new seg¬ 
ments did match segments found 
in his partner’s virus. Angel con¬ 
cluded that superinfection had 
occurred and led to more rapid 
progression of HIV disease. 

Further complicating the in¬ 
fectious picture is the story of 
prostitutes in Nairobi, Kenya, 
whom researchers have followed 
for years. The women did not 
seem to become infected with 
HIV despite repeated exposure to 
the virus. Researchers speculated 
that something in their immune 
system allowed them to fight off 
infection. It was the basis for hope 
that a preventative vaccine could 
be developed. 

But increasing numbers of the 
women began turning seroposi¬ 
tive. It came when they either re¬ 
tired from the profession or 
adopted safer sex practices that re¬ 
duced their exposure to HIV. The 


ironic hypothesis that observers 
have proposed is that it was the 
very massiveness of their exposure 
to HIV that somehow contributed 
to the prostitute’s protection. 

Post-exposure prevention 

Healthcare workers exposed to 
HIV on the job through needle 
sticks or other means have long 
had the option of immediately be¬ 
ginning a month of antiviral ther¬ 
apy. The theory was that it might 
knock out the virus before infec¬ 
tion could become established. 
There is no definitive data on the 
effectiveness of this approach. 

The San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health and UCSF 
decided to try it with non-job re¬ 
lated exposure to HIV. The Post- 
Exposure Prevention program of¬ 
fered to people within 72 hours of 
exposure a course of four weeks of 
therapy (AZT/3TC) and periodic 
follow-up out to one year. 

San Francisco Health Director 
Dr. Mitchell Katz said that 401 
people enrolled in the program in 
its first 16 months of operation. 
Anal sex was the greatest exposure 
risk at 57 percent, while oral sex 
was only 4 percent. More than

half, 55 percent, did not know the 
serostatus of their partner. These 
were not highly promiscuous peo¬ 
ple. Katz explained, “Even though 
they were high risk exposures, 
generally they had relatively few 
partners and were unlikely to have 
had multiple unsafe exposures.” 

Repeat visitors were not com¬ 
mon, only 12 percent within six 
months. Katz related how one 
young man returned four times in 
five months, each time vowing to 
be more careful having sex with his 
HIV-positive boyfriend. It has been 
eight months since his last visit. 
“When you think about behavioral 
change, that is not surprising,” Katz 
said. “Many people quit smoking 
or drinking multiple times until it 
sticks. It is not a failure if ultimate¬ 
ly we were able to work with him to 
stop putting himself at risk.” 

None of the participants have 
become infected with HIV. But 
Katz is not claiming that PEP pre¬ 
vented infections. “In a cohort 
this size you wouldn’t necessarily 
expect to see any seroconver- 
sions.” He called PEP “a reason for 
high risk people to talk to a doctor 
and be counseled to prevent fu¬ 
ture exposures.” ▼

Blacks, queers 
and television 

by Victoria A. Brownworth 

R t the start of the fall season last 
year, the NAACP threatened a 
class action suit against the 
major networks, citing the 
dearth of people of color on TV. The 
networks made changes; some shows 
altered the color spectrum of their 
programs, and others kept it status 
quo. But in drawing attention to the 
issue, the NAACP shattered the com¬ 
placency of network executives whose 
focus groups and Nielsen ratings rule 
programming. 

The nation is 13 percent black. 
Until the next census, African Ameri¬ 
cans remain the largest racial minor¬ 
ity in the US, though the expectation 
is that they will be surpassed by Lati¬ 
nos by 2005. Theoretically, TV mir¬ 
rors the demographics of the country 
— just as you can drive through states 
in the Midwest and never see some¬ 
one of color, you can surf channels in 
prime time and never see a nonwhite 
face. Conversely, just as you could 
drive through certain big cities and 
only see people of color — in North 
Philadelphia, the Bronx, South Cen¬ 
tral LA, Chicago’s South Side — you 
can surf UPN and the WB at certain 
prime time hours and see nothing but 
African Americans. 

So what’s the problem? 

It’s that pesky thing called diversi¬ 
ty. In real life, most of us see people of 
different races in the course of our 
daily routine. At work, on public 
transportation, on the streets, in 
shops, at our places of worship and 
community centers. Our children, 
even the privileged ones in private 
schools, will be in classes with chil¬ 
dren of other races. Television, as the 
cultural locus of the nation and the 
primary news agency as well, should 
reflect the diversity of the nation as a 
whole. That means mixing it up. 
Some segregated programming may 
be acceptable — a black sit-com here, 
a white sit-com there. But when the 
majority of programming is utterly 
racially segregated, then the reflection 
is not of the culture as a whole, but of 
a country 30 years behind the civil 
rights movement.

Last month, CBS premiered the 
first black drama series ever on TV.

Bochco, who created some of TV’s 
best series, like the Emmy-winning 
NYPD Blue, and Paris Barclay, super¬ 
vising producer, writer and director 
for Blue, and the only out black queer 
in network TV.

The film, which be¬ 
gins a two-week run at the Roxie Cinema on Fri¬ 
day, does reveal a few crucial differences between 
Waters and those directors of old Hollywood. 

Wyler, for instance, never forced Barbra 
Streisand to eat dog shit on the set of Funny Girl, 
nor did Stevens keep Katherine Hepburn food-deprived and 
hopped up on speed during the making of Alice Adams. 

The tales of drug use and coprophagy by Waters’ actors enliven 
what is a well-crafted if surprisingly conventional and even tasteful

documentary on the early career of the ever-taste- 
less director, from his childhood film obsessions 
to the making of his cult breakthrough, 1972’s 
Pink Flamingos. Yeager, a friend of Waters for over 
30 years, interviews not only the surviving mem¬ 
bers of Flamingos' drug-damaged cast but also 
Waters’ friends, family and the mother of Waters’ 
muse, the late Divine. He also makes good use of 
a trove of Waters’ home movies, family photos, 
clips of his early films, and footage Yeager him¬ 
self shot on the set of Pink Flamingos. So while 
Yeager’s friendship with Waters may prevent him 
from offering a critical look at the director’s work, his access to Wa¬ 
ters’ personal and film archive more than compensates. 

Early in Divine Trash, we’re treated to grainy home-movie images

If p ow do you top “Springtime 
;' fj for Hitler” for offensive hi- 
i larity? John Fisher outdoes 
Mel Brooks with a musical num¬ 
ber on the glories of barebacking 
and other anal pleasures, culmi¬ 
nating with a grinning chorus boy 
with what one trusts is chocolate 
syrup slathered across his mouth. 

It’s just one of the many 
groaningly funny moments in 
Barebacking, A Sex Panic! Comedy 
that emerges more as a self-mock- 
ing paean to low-budget theater 
than a treatise on condom-free 
sex. Not that the issue doesn’t 
arise, but usually as bursts of 
straightforward debates that 
mostly seem intended to justify 
the title. 

Fisher ( Medea - the Musical, 
Combat!) has said that in the time 
since Theatre Rhino commis¬ 
sioned him to write the play, it 
evolved from its original inten¬ 
tions. But with the provocative 
Barebacking title announced and 
established, the playwright-direc¬ 
tor may not have felt comfortable 
backing away more fully from the 
earlier concept.

That’s too bad, because when 
the serio-political remnants do 
appear, they tend to sidetrack a 


sense of comic outrageousness 
that may be unparalleled on local 
stages. Certainly there is nothing 
amiss in mixing serious strains in 
with the comedic.

I t’s only 50 minutes long, but 
Noel Alumit packs a lot of lives 
into The Rice Room. Subtitled 
Scenes from a Bar, the one-man 
show at the New Conservatory 
Theatre Center uses the titular 
watering hole as the common 
ground for six very different gay 
Asians. As character studies, the 
portraits can be richly entertain¬ 
ing, but as a window onto the gay 
Asian-American world, these in¬ 
tersecting lives provide frustrat- 
ingly few insights. 

“I totally love my job,” says a 
go-go boy in a Valley-speak accent 
in the play’s opening scene. As he 
gyrates to the throbbing music, he 
talks about rocket science and his 
adoration of Sir Isaac Newton. 
Maybe the notion of an intellec¬ 
tual go-go boy is meant to be an 
Asian thing, but if so, it is subtle 
and unspoken. 

With a few exceptions, the cul¬ 
tural ramifications of being gay and 
Asian are addressed with intellec¬ 
tual detachment when they are ad¬ 
dressed at all. A flamboyant drag 
queen could be of any background, 
and a tough guy who empathizes 
more with Andrew Cunanan than 
Matthew Shepard adds only a par¬ 
enthetical reference about being 
Asian when he describes his en¬ 
counter with gay bashers. 

But unto itself, this character is 
an intriguing one, especially as he 
recounts Rashomon-like his brief 
conversation with a nerdy office 
worker who has already painted a 
far different impression of their 
encounter. The office worker is 
another of Alumit’s superior cre¬ 
ations, though again only mo¬ 
mentarily focused on Asian issues. 

But maybe that’s the point, if a 
dramatically unexciting one. In 
the milieu of the Rice Room, being 
Asian is hardly exotic, and in this 
little world at least, racial and cul-

tural differences are saved for the 
outside world. Still, it would be 
interesting for an outsider, and 
probably for some Asians as well, 
to know how cultural traditions 
and assimilation are affected by 
gay lifestyles. 

We do get a hint of that in the 
reminiscences of a fussy older 
queen who remembers a time 
when Asians were often kept out 
of gay bars. And the cultural di¬ 
vide is certainly present in a com¬ 
ically naive Filipino who comes to 
the United States with dreams of 
being cast in Miss Saigon. 

The engaging Alumit, himself 
of Filipino background, is both a 
writer and performer of sharply 
observed details. Under Deborah 
Nishimura’s direction, Alumit 
smoothly and impressively moves 
among his characters. But in The 
Rice Room, too often it’s a con¬ 
verted rice that is being served. ▼

Make Some 
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Fairy tale romance 

'Boy Meets Bo/ opens New Conservatory 
Theatre Center's 'In Concert' series

i i| ith 42nd Street Moon 
moving to new quarters at 
H If the Eureka Theatre, its 
former landlord figured there was 
an audience in the habit of heading 
to the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center for musicals. Thus, NCTC’s 
In Concert series was born. 

Focusing on musicals of recent 
decades, the new program is not 
designed to be a gay series, though 
that might be hard to deduce from 
the opening line-up. Boy Meets Boy 
launches the three-show series this 
week, with Side by Side by Sond¬ 
heim and The Harvey Milk Show 
arriving in the coming months. 

“We did put that angle in this 
year,” said NCTC’s artistic direc¬ 
tor Ed Decker, “to appeal to our 
Pride season subscribers. But next 
season, only one of the three or 
four pieces might have that par¬ 
ticular angle. It’s not really meant 
to be a gay concert program.” 

Some titles that Decker is con¬ 
sidering for the staged-concert 
treatment are Pippin, Forever 
Plaid, Bugsy Malone, 

Triumph of Love, Pas¬ 
sion, Merrily We Roll 
Along, and A New Brain. 

“We’re going to try 
to produce musicals 
that date from the ’70s 
forward,” Decker said, 

“while 42nd Street 
Moon tends to do 
show from well be¬ 
fore that period.” 

Although Boy 
Meets Boy was first produced in 
1975, and its title certainly sug¬ 
gests a contemporary romance, its 
setting would be very much at 
home in one of 42nd Street 
Moon’s golden oldies. 

The musical is set in 1936 and 
opens in London’s Savoy Hotel. It 
is the eve of the abdication of 
King Edward VIII, and romance is 
in the air. In the world of Boy 
Meets Boy, men can marry men, 
and it’s accepted in the play as an 
unremarkable given of society. 

“But that notion was regarded 
as shocking when we first tried to 
produce it,” said Bill Solly, who 
wrote the songs and co-authored 
the musical’s script. “The show 
was sort of revolutionary, even 
though it’s basically a fairy tale.” 

The Canadian-born Solly, now 
in his late 60s and a New York res¬ 
ident, was living in London and 
writing specialty material for such 
celebrities as Danny La Rue, Petu- 
la Clark, Maurice Chevalier, and 
Dusty Springfield, when he and 
co-author Donald Ward concoct¬ 
ed the idea for Boy Meets Boy.

They hadn’t been able to find 
an interested producer in London 
when a small New York theater of¬ 
fered to present it. “That was one 
of the reasons I first came to New 
York,” Solly said, “because I had 
never heard of the 
group, and I thought I 
should direct it myself.” 

When a neighbor¬ 
hood association got 
wind of what the the¬ 
ater was planning to 
present, it raised a fuss, 
and the theater folded 
before the musical 
could open. “And 
that was in Green¬ 
wich Village, be¬ 
lieve it or not,” Solly said. 

Finally, Boy Meets Boy found a 
home in an off-Broadway theater, 
where it ran for two years. “We got 
a homophobic kind of review in 
The New York Times, which was 
very homophobic at that point,” 
Solly said. “They changed their 
tune a few years later.” 

Of course, presenting gay mar¬ 
riage as a normal state of affairs 
was ahead of its time. “And just to 
rub salt in the wound,” Solly said, 
“we also have something in there 
about the Boy Scouts. It couldn’t 
be more timely.” 

And to underscore that timeli¬ 
ness, the Feb. 10 performance of 
Boy Meets Boy will benefit the No 
on Knight campaign. For more 
info on the benefit or the In Con¬ 
cert series, call 861-8972. 

Repeating his errors 

Danny Scheie is directing his 
fourth production of The Come¬ 
dy of Errors, and he’s already 
signed up for a fifth. “I joke that 
it’s kind of like my Hello, Dolly! 
with Carol Channing,” he said, 
“but there’s something to be said 
for doing something over and 
over. To know a piece of art this 
well is very rewarding.” 

Scheie’s latest production be¬ 
gins performances this week in 
the Aurora Theatre’s diminutive 
home in the Berkeley City Club. 
It’s just a block away from where 
he first directed Shakespeare’s 
early comedy at UC Berkeley. 

“It was the basis for my disser¬ 
tation on queer Shakespeare,” 
Sheie said. “Where does all this 
queer stuff in Shakespeare start, 
and I find little seeds of it in Com¬ 
edy of Errors .” 

A 1993 production at Shake¬ 
speare Santa Cruz was a critical 
and popular success, and it pro¬ 
vides the mold for the current 


production. “But this one is even 
simpler and more attenuated and 
rough,” he said. “What makes it 
work is that I can do this full- 
length Shakespeare play that has 
millions of characters and is sup¬ 
posed to take place in Turkey with 
eight actors on a little stage with 
just a set of curtains.” 

Sheie is having fun with the 
conventions of theater with this 
production, as the actors must 
find increasingly creative ways to 
play the multiple characters. “The 
wigs are flying over the set,” he 
said. “And in that tiny little theater 
where audiences are practically on 
top the stage, it’s really challeng¬ 
ing and fun to try to get away with 
stuff, because you have to invite 
the audience in.” 

Does Sheie consider this a gay 
production? “It’s gay in the way 
that Charles Ludlam’s The Mys¬ 
tery of Irma Vep is gay,” he said. 
“There are women playing men 
and men playing women. When 
I’ve directed this play, straight 
people have really liked it, too. 
They buy into it in a way they 
haven’t bought into some of my 
other truly queer Shakespeare. 

“There are things that make 
gay people laugh harder than 
straight people, and it’s not always 
something you can put your fin¬ 
ger on. But it’s where I really like 
to work as a director and an actor.”

% *m not a socialist, and I under- 

stand that, when the rich have a 

good time at the San Francisco 
Ballet’s annual Gala, they are help¬ 
ing pay for an entire season. Im¬ 
poverished balletomanes, who can’t 
afford the curried crab, Jean-Paul 
Gaultier tuxedos, or Tahitian pearl 
necklaces breathlessly described in 
our press kits, will enjoy the beauti¬ 
ful music and dancing paid for by 
this conspicuous consumption. 

Yet when the press releases in¬ 
form us what the jewels cost (the 
Tahitian number was valued at 
$133,500), but neglect to mention 
anything about the evening’s 
music save the composer’s name, 
one has to agree with Oscar Wilde 
that too many people know the 
price of everything and the value 
of nothing. Having got that off 
my chest, it’s possible that I was so 
exercised by the evening’s com¬ 
mercialism because this year’s 
Gala was a choreographically 
puny affair, with no interesting 
new work and too many old party 
pieces trotted out for the 
umpteenth predictable time. 

Interest was supposed to cen¬ 
ter on SFB’s first Roland Petit bal¬ 
let, a snippet from a full-length 
work called Proust. It consisted of 
an acrobatic duet for a man 
dressed in 19th-century striped 
shirt and trousers (Yuri Pos- 
sokhov, who excels at looking de¬ 
mented) and a dead girl (Lucia 
Lacarra). I have no idea which 
part of Remembrances of Things 
Past this necro number refers to; 
it certainly has nothing to do with 
Proust, who was homosexual and, 
as far as I know, not given to 
necrophilia. 

A non-critical acquaintance 
rolled his eyes at the intermission 
and said, “I don’t ever want to see 
Tarantella again. Can’t they give it 
a rest?” Ditto Tchaikovsky Pas de 
Deux and those bleeding chunks 
of Who Cares? All by Balanchine, 
alas, not a choreographer who 
lends himself to excerpts or enter¬ 
tainment, as was clearly demon¬ 
strated last week by Program I, an 
all-Balanchine evening chosen for 
its variety, elegance and artistic se¬ 
riousness. When people complain 
that the classical arts are “elitist,” 
they are fools, but Balanchine’s 
musical high-mindedness is what 
they are talking about. 

The evening opened with Sere¬ 
nade (1935), originally set for the 
girls of Lincoln Kirstein’s School of 
American Ballet. I remember Sere¬ 
nade from the bad old Lew Chris¬ 
tensen days at SFB (’50s and ’60s), 
when the girls probably looked like 
Balanchine’s originals, lumpy and 
out-of-phase. One night the boys 
carrying Linda Meyer aloft almost 
dumped her on her head. Neither 
Joanna Berman nor Lucia Lacarra 
was in danger, both arching their 
backs fearlessly as they were car¬ 
ried to Elysium. 

Of the three works on Pro¬ 
gram I, Serenade distills the most 
emotion from pure dance. Sym¬ 
phony in Three Movements (1972; 
new to SFB) may well be a mas¬ 
terpiece, but it is the type of work 
that makes people think of Mr. B 
as cold, cerebral and mechanistic. 
He always took his cues from the 
music, and Stravinsky’s “Holly¬ 
wood” score, with its brash Amer-

ican rhythms, crude jazz inter¬ 
ludes and jackhammer percus¬ 
sion, is not pretty music. The or¬ 
chestra, under Emil de Cou, 
played the Stravinsky smashingly. 
It obviously got all the rehearsal 
time, for on opening night, 
Tchaikovsky’s Serenade was 
butchered, with hobbled attacks, 
out-of-breath string figures, and a 
waltz as lumpy as my mashed 
potatoes. 

Return of ‘Prodigal Son’ 

The next night, with wholesale 
cast changes, the Tchaikovsky 
sounded fine, though not as rap¬ 
turous as when the late Denis de 
Coteau was in the pit. But the star 
of Program I is British conductor 
Patrick Flynn, who leads 
Prokofiev’s goose-stepping, 
goose-bumping Prodigal Son. 
This is Balanchine in his frankly 
emotional mode, yet I prefer the 
subtleties of Serenade or the cruel 


calculations of Symphony in Three 
Movements. But Prodigal had 
been promised to the indecently 
talented Cuban, Joan Boada, and 
so on it went, coached by Helgi 
Tomasson, Elyse Borne and Glo¬ 
ria Govrin, all of whom worked 
directly with Balanchine. 

Their staging was meticulous, 
with fine attention to detail, but 
all the spontaneity was squeezed 
out of the opening night cast. 
Boada has the elevation and the 
cleanly articulated steps and ges¬ 
tures — the rebellious kid pound¬ 
ing his thighs in frustration or 
sending silent screams of protest 
over being housebound by his 
rigid, Talmudic father.

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Absent heroes 

Richard Dindo films at SF Cinematheque

IH U y films revolve around 
absence,” Swiss docu- 
, mentarian Richard 
Dindo has said, but the phrase, 
however felicitous, is misleading. 
While it’s true that the subjects of 
most his documentaries are dead 
and thus literally “absent” from 
the frame, his films also have a 
greater feeling of “presence”— in 
the Buddhist sense of existing “in 
the moment” — than the work of 
most of his peers. Dindo achieves 
this effect by relying primarily on 
eyewitness accounts, original 
texts, and authentic environments 
and landscapes to gradually im¬ 
merse the viewer in the world of 
his subjects, who range from writ¬ 
ers (Arthur Rimbaud, Max 
Frisch) to artists (Auschwitz casu¬ 
alty Charlotte Salomon) to revo¬ 
lutionaries (Che Guevara) to or¬ 
dinary citizens who perform ex¬ 
traordinary acts and suffer for 
them (Paul Griininger). Three of 
his films are being shown this 
month at the SF Cinematheque, 
giving a welcome opportunity to 
assess some of the work of a bril¬ 
liant, undeservedly obscure film¬ 
maker. 

Dindo, born in 1944, made his 
first film in 1970, and has added 
more than a dozen since then, no 
mean feat for a filmmaker work¬ 
ing in this realm. A Marxist by in¬ 
clination, Dindo gravitates to 
rebels, but his work is far from vi¬ 
sual agitprop. He has a formalist 
sensibility that gives a sense of 
beauty and possibility, even to the 
most downbeat material. 

The first of the three films to 
be shown at SF Cinematheque, 
the 1997 Gruninger’s Fall (Feb. 
10), is a riveting reconstruction of 
the fate of a police captain whose 
activities in helping Jews illegally 
cross the Austrian border into 
Switzerland to escape the Nazis 
proved his personal undoing. Paul 
Griininger forged entry dates, 
personally escorted some of the 
emigres, and socialized with them 
in spite of Switzerland’s notorious 
anti-Semitism. Gruninger’s Fall, 
based on Stefan Keller’s book of 
the same name, is set mostly in 
the courtroom where he was 
tried. Dindo assembles some of 
his relatives, Jews he helped es¬ 
cape, and fellow policemen to

portray both Griininger himself 
(he died in 1972) and the histori¬ 
cal forces that did him in. The 
sterility of the courtroom is iron¬ 
ically counterpointed by the 
sometimes intensely emotional 
testimony of those who survived 
through Griininger’s efforts. St. 
Gallen’s refusal to “rehabilitate” 
him until the mid-1990s speaks 
volumes about the climate that al¬ 
lowed Austria and Switzerland’s 
embrace, acknowledged or not, of 
the Nazi ideology, and the recent 
ascension of a former, and proba¬ 
bly present, Nazi sympathizer to 
power in Austria makes the film 
especially timely. 

Che sera sera 

Second up is Dindo’s most 
widely seen work, the 1994 
Ernesto Che Guevara: The Bolivian 
Diary (Feb. 17). The film master¬ 
fully re-creates Che’s famous trek 
through the poor villages and 
rugged countryside of Bolivia 
with a small band of 50 commit¬ 
ted soldiers — mostly Cubans and 
Bolivians. His goal was to “create a 
central nerve center in Bolivia” 
from which he could spark a peas¬ 
ant revolution. Ego and infighting 
prevented the Bolivian Commu¬ 
nist Party from aligning with him, 
and there is no evidence that Cas¬ 
tro offered help or even publi¬ 
cized his former colleague’s radi¬ 
cal step. This sense of isolation 
and near-futility permeates Che’s 
diary of this event and thus the 
film, which uses large portions of 
this document as a voiceover. 

The film retraces much of 
Che’s journey, the camera wan¬ 
dering through desolate valleys 
and rocky cliffs while Che’s words 


are read on the soundtrack. These 
scenes were videotaped rather 
than shot on film, to give the 
landscape an intimate intensity as 
the outward manifestation of his 
interior struggle. Che’s words are 
resigned but also have a poetic 
immediacy; in one sequence, he 
describes one of his comrades 
being swept away by a river as 
“our baptism of death in an ab¬ 
surd manner on the shores of the 
Rio Grande.” Dindo managed to 
locate some of the peasants Che 
described — still living in squalor 
almost three decades after his 
death — and reprises Che’s 
deathbed promise to create a bet¬ 
ter life for them. Dindo’s use of 
primary sources and his re-cre¬ 
ation of Che’s journey seduces the 
viewer into the story without re¬ 
sorting to sentimentality or sen¬ 
sationalism. 

The last of the series is the 
1991 Arthur Rimbaud: A Biogra¬ 
phy (Feb. 20), which, uncharacter¬ 
istically but successfully, uses ac¬ 
tors to portray some of the people 
involved in the gay poet’s life. The 
film is one of Dindo’s most im¬ 
pressive, with Rimbaud retrieved 
from history through some of the 
director’s most inventive strate¬ 
gies. While Dindo is known for 
his static camera, which lets a sub¬ 
ject or a landscape speak for itself, 
here he alternates that approach 
with gorgeously dreamlike se¬ 
quences in which the camera 
glides across a forest or a river 
with Rimbaud’s words heard in 
voiceover. These scenes attain 
added spiritual power through 
the use of blue filters that distin¬ 
guish them from the rest of the

unlike Theatre Rhino, Bareback¬ 
ing is often laugh-out-loud funny. 
The manic Peter is the leader of a 
little troupe always looking for an 
angle to lure in gay audiences. Nu¬ 
dity and gay revisionism are pop¬ 
ular tactics, as Abe Lincoln has a 
song-and-dance fling with Ulysses 
Grant before going in drag to 
Ford’s Theatre, while a naked 
Hamlet shakes his taliwacker as he

veals what a fragile fiction the 
happy family can be. 

The Wild Party, seen in pre¬ 
views at the Manhattan Theatre 
Club, is one of two like-titled mu¬ 
sicals due this season based on the 
same tale of Jazz Age abandon. 
This one has an eclectically tuneful 
score by Andrew Lippa, inventive 
staging and choreography, and 
strong performances. The main 
problem is that there just isn’t two 
acts worth of material in the story 
of hanky panky at a party. 

Even the New York Times liked 
Naked Boys Singing!, so what’s the 
matter with me? Maybe the sight 
of a flaccid dick just isn’t enough 
to arouse interest in mediocre 
material and performances any¬ 
more. This revue of songs about 
sex and longing is decidedly 
unerotic, and certainly not ro¬ 
mantic. At a recent performance, 
giggling straight women provided 
the most audible support for the 
exposed performers. 

Magic moments 

To fill one of the remaining 
slots in its 1999-2000 season, the 
Magic Theatre has tapped a new 
work by Irish lesbian playwright 
Emma Donoghue. Kissing the 
Witch, opening June 2, is based on 
Donoghue’s novel of the same 
name that yanks familiar fairy 
tales from outdated traditions. 
Donoghue’s adaptation recently 
received a workshop production 
at the Magic Theatre’s Festival of 
Lesbian Playwrights. T

film. 

Not that the film is only spiri¬ 
tual. Rimbaud’s frenzied life, his 
doomed love affairs, his Svengali- 
like power over those around him, 
his artistic angst, his drudge work 
in Aden and Africa, and his drug 
addiction and early death at 37 are 
on full and florid display here. 
Dindo brings them to life through 
Rimbaud’s own words, images of 
the locales in which he worked 
and played and suffered, and “in¬ 
terviews” with the principals in 
his life, including Paul Verlaine, 
who abandoned his wife to be 
with Rimbaud. The poet’s sur¬ 
prisingly modern imagery and in¬ 
sights — “I think I’m in hell, 
therefore I am” is typical of one of 
his moods — provide much of 
the film’s heft, but Dindo’s fram¬ 
ing of the words make them res¬ 
onate even more. T

Basting away 

A dance class run by maniacal 
lesbian, the cast of a sex comedy 
that tries to ignore a backstage 
downpour, and a gay couple hilar¬ 
iously miming a turkey-baster 
conception are among the many 
scenes that evoke torrents of 
laughter. True, the turkey-baster 
scene is a ringer amid the theatri¬ 
cal motif, but it’s just part of Fish¬ 
er’s hellzapoppin’ approach that 
has its own delightful logic. 


Various intra-theater relation¬ 
ships develop in the story, mostly 
part of the comic fabric, but there 
is a serious turn when Peter’s for¬ 
mer lover returns with AIDS. It 
may be realistic, but it doesn’t feel 
dramatically earned. Nor does a 
final-curtain sermonette against 
HIV complacency, however ap¬ 
propriate, feel authentic in the 
context. 

These momentary problems 
have nothing to do with the cast", 
which is uniformly delightful. 

Paul Tena is a hoot as the hot¬ 
headed Peter, full of political jar¬ 


gon that Tena delivers with deli¬ 
cious bombast. Jane Paik is 
breathtakingly intense, but oh-so- 
funny, as a dance teacher whose 
technique is pure torture. Jeremy 
Hou gets the bulk of the nude 
scenes, which he handles appeal¬ 
ingly while also displaying unex¬ 
pected vocal dexterity. Christo¬ 
pher Herold has great fun, and so 
do we, as the Log Cabin Republi¬ 
can who turns into an overly 
grand thespian. 

There is also strong work from 
Enver Gjokaj as the prodigal pret¬ 
ty boy, Ashley Hegseth as a recur¬ 


ring lesbian, and Charles Boyle 
and Jamie Marks in several roles. 

Theatre Rhino provides Fish¬ 
er with a welcoming forum for a 
no-holds-barred approach that 
goes beyond his already swash¬ 
buckling style. If Fisher has a hard 
time at being serious in Bareback¬ 
ing, his crazed comic genius has 
never been keener.

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Looking at The Danish Girl’ 

A novelist's soft touch helps bring forgotten facts into focus

H n 1925, Danish painter Einar 
if Wegener slipped on a pair of 
S ladies’ stockings when his wife, 
Greta, also a painter, asked for his 
help modeling for a portrait of an 
opera singer she was trying to 
complete. That moment, as de¬ 
tailed in David Ebershoff’s elo¬ 
quent first novel, The Danish Girl, 
changed the course of both of 
their lives. Cross-dressing became 
something more than a passing 
fancy for Einar Wegener. He soon 
developed a female persona 
known as Lili Elbe, and in 1930 
was medically transformed into a 
woman. 

Ebershoff, the 31-year-old 
openly gay publisher of Random 
House’s Modern Library, says the 
story of Einar Wegener’s transfor¬ 
mation into Lili Elbe first caught 
his attention as a small item in a 
“boring” academic book on gen¬ 
der studies given to him by a 
friend. That mention spurred 
Ebershoff to look further into the 
story. 

“I always thought Christine 
Jorgensen was the first transsexu¬ 
al, and based on that I went to the 
library and began to research the 
details,” he says. 

What he discovered surprised 
him. “It was a very big story in the 
1930s and reported around the 
world,” Ebershoff says. 

Lili Elbe, born in 1886 as Einar 
Wegener, lived a double life for 
nearly two decades with his wife 
and companion, Gerda Wegener. 
Both Lili andt?erda were well- 
known painters and illustrators, 
but Gerda had a greater commer¬ 
cial success, and Lili became one 
of her favorite models. In 1930, 
Lili’s marriage to Gerda was inval¬ 
idated by the King of Denmark. 
Elbe’s own story (written using 
pseudonyms) was also previously 
told in Man Into Woman, an edit¬ 
ed account of her diaries by Niels 
Hoyer, which was published 


posthumously in 1933. 

Ebershoff explains that one of 
the reasons that Christine Jor¬ 
gensen’s case has eclipsed the no¬ 
toriety of Lili Elbe is the timing of 
Elbe’s sex-change operations. 

“Right after this came a terri¬ 
ble period in world history that 
swallowed up this story,” he says. 

Transsexual historian Candice 
Brown Elliott notes that another 
reason was that, in Christine Jor¬ 
gensen’s case, she survived her 
surgeries for three decades, 
whereas Elbe did not. 

“Christine also made a point 
of talking to, befriending, other 
transsexuals,” Elliott says. “Lili 
never had that opportunity.” 

Gone underground 

Nonetheless, Elliott points out 
that Lili Elbe became a sort of un¬ 
derground legend. “The reason 
the press forgot her is that her 
story became a dead end,” Elliott 
says. “The two clinics where she 
was seen, the Dresden Women’s 
Clinic and the Institute for Sexol¬ 
ogy in Berlin, were shut down by 
the Nazis in 1933.” Elliott, a trans¬ 
sexual activist and author who 
teaches TransHistory at the Har¬ 
vey Milk Institute in San Francis¬ 
co and who publishes the Website 
www.transhistory.org, says that 
transsexuals in Germany were 
among the first to be rounded up 
and put into prisons and concen¬ 
tration camps. Sexologist Magnus 
Hirschfeld tried to restart the In¬ 
stitute in Paris, but the French 
were not supportive; he died in 
1935. 

' “No one could follow in Lili’s 
footsteps for twenty years,” Elliott 
says. “Not until Harry Benjamin, 
another German Jew and a per¬ 
sonal friend of Hirschfeld since 
1908, started helping transsexuals 
in the US in 1949.” 

Ebershoff, who currently lives 
in Manhattan, and spent two 
years writing his novelization of 
Lili Elbe during his vacations and 
off-hours away from his full-time

publishing career at Random 
House, made a conscious decision 
not to portray the media frenzy 
that surrounded the case at the 
time. 

“I thought going into the 
media explosion would add a di¬ 
mension that wasn’t what I was 
after,” he says. “My intention was 
to write a book about a sensation¬ 
al story in a very quiet way, and in 
that quiet retelling of the story to 
open it up to another reading — 
as a love story between two peo¬ 
ple, and a story of their commit¬ 
ment to one another.” 

But Ebershoff’s quiet retelling 
has also created a modern-day 
buzz. Ebershoff himself made 
headlines when his unfinished 
novel created a bidding war 
among five Interested publishers. 
Viking won the rights for a re¬ 
ported $350,000 two-book deal, 
which also includes publishing a 
forthcoming collection of short 
stories by Ebershoff in February 
2001 titled The Dress and Other 
Stories. Publisher’s Weekly, a trade 
publication of the book publish¬ 
ing industry, recently gave The 
Danish Girl a notable “starred” re¬ 
view, citing the “highly empathet- 
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ic quality” of Ebershoff’s imagi¬ 
nation. Ebershoff is also sched¬ 
uled to do an eight-city press tour, 
and The Danish Girl has already 
racked up an impressive sale of 
foreign rights, with eleven coun¬ 
tries publishing translations of the 
novel. Several film studios and ac¬ 
tors have also expressed interest in 
the film rights, including Dream 
Works, Angelina Jolie, and Ally 
McBeal co-star Gil Bellows. 

Strong signal 

In creating The Danish Girl, 
Ebershoff has meticulously de¬ 
tailed the landscapes of Copen¬ 
hagen, Dresden, and Paris of this 
era, but he has also chosen to 
change or omit many facts and 
characters. The two children 
Einar reportedly fathered are not 
mentioned in the novel, but even 
more significant is the alteration 
of the Danish-born artist Gerda 
Wegener into Greta Wegener, an 
American “orange heiress” from 


Pasadena, California, who emi¬ 
grates to Denmark to become a 
painter. Ebershoff, also a native of 
Pasadena, says this Americaniza¬ 
tion was his way of sending a 
“very strong signal that this is a 
novel.” Einar also becomes Greta’s 
second husband; prior to settling 
in Europe, she has left behind an¬ 
other tragic romance. 

“I wanted the story to resonate 
with a lot of readers, and it 
seemed that an American charac¬ 
ter would help with that,” he says. 
“Greta was sort of bursting 
through my keyboards into the 
book. This character was coming 
from somewhere, and she seemed 
very alive, and I wanted to fit her 
in. And she helped balance out the 
character of Einar and Lili — they 
were very different personalities.” 

In The Danish Girl, one doctor 
diagnoses Einar as schizophrenic 
and another doctor suggests he 
undergo a lobotomy (a new pro¬ 
page 43 ► 



ual. But this unusual “first” ac¬ 
tually belongs to the late Einar 
Wegener, a Danish painter 
whose 1931 surgery in Dres¬ 
den was the first sex-change 
operation. First-time author 
David Ebershoff weaves his 
novel The Danish Girl 
around this historic event, incorpo¬ 
rating some historical facts with a predominantly fictional cast of 
characters. The result is an engrossing story, elegantly told, that is 
memorable for unexpected reasons. 

Dresden, Paris, Copenhagen, and Southern California serve as 
the backdrop for the story of Einar Wegener and his 
California-born wife, Greta. Einar, a successful Danish landscape 
painter, meets Greta when she is one of his students in Copen¬ 
hagen. But Greta will go home to California, become a widow, and 
return to Denmark once again before she marries Einar. Their re¬ 
lationship is that of lovers, companions and soulmates, and Einar’s 
first experience in cross-dressing is suggested by Greta when she 
asks him to stand in for one of her female models. Greta also names 
Einar’s female alter-ego: Lili Elbe. 

Einar, who was always drawn to members of his own sex, finds 
his gender identity shifting further toward that of a woman. A phys¬ 
ical examination later discovers undeveloped ovaries inside Einar’s 
stomach, one manifestation of what would now be termed an in- 
tersexed individual. Greta becomes a more famous painter than 
Einar because of the portraits she produces of Lili, and it is Greta 
who assists Einar in the search for help. Yet most medical practi¬ 
tioners of the time suggest lobotomy, institutionalization for schiz¬ 
ophrenia, or imprisonment for cross-dressing. Finally, Lili finds a 
surgeon in Dresden who is willing to take the final step of making 
Einar disappear by altering his body to conform with Lili’s female 
gender identity. 

David Ebershoff’s telling of this story is remarkable in its re¬ 
straint and subtlety. In different hands, The Danish Girl would be 
an agitprop treatise about sexual oppression. But Ebershoff adopts 
a level of detachment in his novel that is very Danish, and wholly 
appropriate. The central relationships of the novel are Einar’s rela¬ 
tionship to Greta, and Lili’s relationship to both of them. Ebershoff 
elects to frame the emergence of Lili’s character as an unusual love 
triangle, one that is characterized by love, devotion, and compas¬ 
sion on all sides. The tone of the novel is one of wistful longing, 
combined with quiet determination. 

The ending of The Danish Girl may be frustrating for some 
readers because it leaves Einar/Lili’s fate unresolved. The book ends 
in 1931 with a post-operative Lili. Only in the publicity material 
(which the reader will not have) do we learn that she died in 1933. 
But Ebershoff has created a novel of quiet strength, one that illu¬ 
minates the extraordinary journey of a soul in a surprisingly artful 
and effective fashion. ▼

white viewers. Underwood has 
starred in other shows, notably 
Bochco’s L.A. Law, as well as 
films, while Fox has taken a tour 
through black sit-coms and black 
films. 

Angels, which takes place in an 
LA teaching hospital run by and 
for people of color, is decent 
(though the gospel song fade- 
outs at scene-end get a bit cloy¬ 
ing over time). It doesn’t have the 
punch and diversity of Blue, and 
the white characters are, with one 
exception, stereotypical bad 
white folk, but the acting is solid, 
and Underwood’s a magnet. 
More like a black version of 
Chicago Hope than ER (gore is 
kept to a minimum), the 
episodes are character-driven 
and always tell a moral tale.

Where Angels takes its biggest 
risk is in removing African Amer¬ 
icans from their traditional TV 
roles — as^cdfriediansf entertain¬ 
ers, or peripheral characters in 
white-driven dramas — and 
putting them front-burner in 
dramatic roles in which they are 
self-determinant without white 
characters. A consistent pattern 
emerges regarding blacks on TV. 
When blacks appear in white pro¬ 
grams, they act as the character 
who says no or impedes the white 
hero. Thus African Americans 
frequently play law enforcement 
officers or judges — bit parts that 
give an appearance of creating di¬ 
versity, but which really put the 
black character in direct opposi¬ 
tion to the white characters. 

On soaps, nearly all the 
African American characters fall 
into this category. On All My 
Children, the two African Amer¬ 
ican characters are an attorney 
and a detective; on General Hos¬ 
pital, the two African American 
characters are a detective and an 
assistant DA — this means all 
they do is arrest and convict 
white characters. But even on 
Emmy-winning dramas like The 
Practice, ER, Law & Order and 
NYPD Blue, all of which have had 
African Americans in their en¬ 
semble casts from the outset, 
those static roles apply. In the 
first two shows, the black charac¬ 
ters are hot-heads who regularly 
pose problems for the white lead 
characters, while in the latter 
two, the black characters are the 
people in charge — the lieu¬ 
tenants of the squad rooms — in 
the position of saying no to the 
white characters. 

On the ratings hit drama 
Touched by an Angel, Della Reese’s 
character functions similarly — 
the authoritarian angel who says 
no to the other white angels and 
to the white characters they help. 
The same is true of the WB’s top- 
rater, Charmed: the only African 
Americans on the show are a po¬ 
lice detective and Pru’s boss (who 



only says no). 

Queer mirror 

The roles of blacks and queers 
frequently mirror each other on 
TV, particularly in their singular¬ 
ity. Often there will be only one 
African American character on 
an otherwise all-white series. This 
is especially true of sit-coms and 
soap operas. Likewise, a token 
queer character appears on some 
shows. (In the case of ABC’s Spin 
City, Michael Boatman, who 
plays Carter, fills both roles —

token queer and token black.) 
This means these characters can 
never have full TV lives, because 
they have no one to be queer 
and/or black with. It’s a way to 
keep them in check — neutered. 
They exist but can’t damage any¬ 
thing. 

Even on Will & Grace, the two 
queers are of different stripes and 
thus cannot become sexual with 
each other. (And the one black 
character is in a position of 
power, controlling the lead gay 
character.) On Ellen, when Ellen 
came out, there was no one for 
her to be lesbian with; when an¬ 
other lesbian character joined the 
cast, the show collapsed and died. 
A similar fate met Melrose Place’s 
Matt; coupling forced him off the 
show. 

ABC’s soap All My Children 
ran a groundbreaking storyline 
for nearly a year about Kevin 
Sheffield, a teen connected to one 
of Pine Valley’s better families. 
The storyline focused on his par¬ 
ents trying to deprogram his gay 
identity. But once that story 
ended and he was free to be gay, 
there was no one for him to be 
gay with — and eventually his 
character had to leave Pine Valley 
in search of a life. Kevin was the 
only queer character on daytime; 
now there are none. 

African Americans have had 
equal difficulties in Pine Valley. 
Amelia Marshall left CBS’s Guid¬ 
ing Light for what promised to be 
a meatier role on AMC. But once 
there, she found her character, 
Belinda, was the only non-tran¬ 
sient black resident of the Valley. 
She’s had some love interests — 
all black — but they’ve been hit 
and run. Pine Valley can’t seem to 
keep African American men in 
town. 

Port Charles has one black 
character; General Hospital has 
two. The Bold and the Beautiful 
— set in LA — has none, while 
The Young and the Restless, set in 
the Midwest, has several. Days of 
Our Lives has one, As the World 
Turns has one. One Life to Live has 
an African American family and 
a Latino family, but these charac¬ 
ters propel white storylines. The 
one fully integrated soap, Sunset 
Beach, which had African Ameri¬ 
can and Latino characters com¬ 
prising a third of its cast, was can¬ 
celed in December due to poor 
ratings. 


California dreaming 

Soaps and sit-coms have the 
worst records for integration — 
and maintaining integration. De¬ 
spite their California locations, 
Beverly Hills 90210 and Melrose 
Place have no black characters. 
Other prime time soaps — Party 
of Five and Once and Again — are 
equally pristine. ABC’s TheHugh- 
leys is the only sit-com on any 
network, other than the Cosby 
show, with a consistently racially 
balanced cast. Though the show’s 
main characters, the Hughleys, 
are black, they live in a white 
neighborhood,, and thus interact 
with whites and blacks on each 
episode. 

The top Nielsen-rated sit-com 
for years — Seinfeld — took place 
in New York City and had no 
black characters, even peripheral¬ 
ly, until the very end. Likewise, 
Ellen was situated in LA and had 
no people of color. 

Bill Cosby has been a singular 
figure on network TV for four 
decades, bridging the racial di-

vide almost single-handedly. He 
was the first African American to 
receive co-star status with a white 
actor, in the 1960s series I, Spy. 
His sit-coms have drawn consis¬ 
tently high ratings among white 
and black audiences. He’s had his 
own drama series. And his reprise 
of the old Art Linkletter hit Kids 
Say the Darnedest Things contin¬ 
ues to be a ratings grabber. 
Cosby’s star status has made him 
the black guy white folks don’t 
mind having in their living room. 

Oprah, meanwhile, is the 
black woman white people don’t 
mind taking advice from. The 
highest paid performer on TV, 
Oprah has revolutionized the 
talk-show venue and remains the 
only black talk show host to 
maintain ratings over more than 
one season. Hers is also the only 
show on daytime TV with total 
and consistent integration. She 
presents a range of subjects and 
guests, appealing to the whole TV 
audience — racially, ethnically, 
economically mixed. She’s pro¬ 
queer. She also makes films regu¬ 
larly, with integrated casting. She 
is the next generation Cosby, 
bridging the racial divide in 
much the way he has. 

After hours, Politically Incor¬ 
rect, hosted by Bill Maher, is the 
only night-time talk show with 
consistent racial/gender balance 
(and a lot of out queers who 
aren’t politicos). Maher consis¬ 
tently addresses racial and queer 
issues on PI and has hosted a se¬ 
ries of shows with only African 
American guests, to address racial 
issues. 

With few exceptions, blacks 
and queers remain relegated to 
humor and entertainment, which 
means stereotyping abounds. 
Thomas Stickney, who portrays 


bad boy RJ Gannon on One Life 
to Live, did a spot for Black His¬ 
tory Month that has been run¬ 
ning on ABC. He’s featured in a 
police line-up in which all the 
other men are white. The spot is 
about racial stereotyping and 
packs a dramatic punch. Unfor¬ 
tunately, it can easily be applied 
to TV itself. 

Ninety-three percent of 
African Americans on TV are on 
sit-coms. A handful of queer 
characters pepper drama series, 
but they are nearly all peripheral 
characters. There are 14 black sit¬ 
coms on network TV and one 
queer sit-com. Meanwhile, no 
black drama series programming 
matches the white-on-white teen 
programming on the WB and 
Fox. And where is the black 
women’s programming? 

Ultimately, blacks and queers 
won’t break out of the TV ghetto 
until either white producers allow 
it or African Americans attain 
some level of power in program¬ 
ming — like Oprah and Cosby 
have done. Steve Harvey, whose 
sit-com The Steve Harvey Show 
has the highest rating among 
black viewers, noted on PI re¬ 
cently that only black producers 
can expand black programming, 
but added that such' program¬ 
ming has to include the white au¬ 
dience to survive financially. 
(Oprah and Cosby bankroll their 
own projects.) 

As a non-performing produc¬ 
er, Paris Barclay has been the first 
to achieve such goals, bringing 
queer and black characterizations 
to the shows he has worked on. 
But as with Cosby and Oprah, one 
African American can only do so 
much to alter the TV landscape, 
which for now remains a black 
and white cultural divide. ▼

What’s in a name? 

T he cult of the great artist, working alone and ahead of his 
time, is firmly entrenched in the Western Canon. Less cele¬ 
brated is the visionary guy or gal who creates an environment 
in which artists, outlaws, and the mad can hang out and collabo¬ 
rate. Diet Popstitute, who died of AIDS in August 1995, was such a 
guy. Klubstitute, the performative petri dish he invented and main¬ 
tained until he lapsed into a coma, opened on Feb. 13, 1990. This 
Sunday, X-STiTUTE celebrates the tenth anniversary of that mo¬ 
mentous event. 

When Diet came to San Francisco in 1977, his name was 
Michael Collins and he dressed in black. With best friend Alvin 
Orloff, he formed the rock group The Popstitutes and started mix¬ 
ing colors and patterns. Orloff (who will DJ X-STiTUTE) renamed 
himself Re-Mix von Popstitute, and Diet combined the names of 
his two favorite celebrities, Princess Di and ET. Bradley Kellogg, the 
third leg of the trio, was reborn as Bad Popstitute. 

“Diet would put almost anybody onstage,” recalls Ruby Toos- 
day, a KLUBSTiTUTE veteran. “At least once. To explore whatever 
creativity they had.” Mixing drag, theater, spoken word, live bands, 
and live vocals, KLUBSTiTUTE was a punk-inspired reaction to 
the clone-dominated gay male culture of the early ’90s. Sunday 
night, Feb. 13, Toosday will be exploring her own aesthetic by lip- 
synching Janis Joplin’s “A Piece of My Heart” as an anti-Valentine. 

The rest of the talent line-up is more entertaining to read than 
most shows are to sit through. Of the 25 acts likely to grace the 
stage, the following have the best names: the Sick and Twisted Play¬ 
ers, Connie Champagne, Jello Biafra, Deena Davenport, Acid 
Housewife, Bambi Lake, Dina Fruitfly, the Sister Sock Show with 
Jesus of Frankenfurter, Johnny Kat, Trauma Flintstone, Sister Kitty 
Catalyst O.C.P., Tony Vaguely, Patty O’Furniture, Chardonnay Adu- 
du, the Clipped-Out Recipes, Hedonista Trout-Snaffler, the Grand 
Negress Godiva, Demanda Mann, R.U. Done Yet, Roxy Toxic, and 
Oh! Communion. ▼

New Age Big Top 

' Dralion' falls a bit flat

D ralion is my first Cirque du 
Soleil experience, but I still 
don’t feel I’ve had the 
Cirque du Soleil experience. The 
latest extravaganza from the 
Montreal-based New Age circus 
factory only occasionally achieves 
the transcendent states that earli¬ 
er productions so clearly must 
have had. After all the build-up, 
Dralion must be counted as a mild 
disappointment. 

But if this is an atypical Cirque 
du Soleil reaction, Dralion is 
avowedly an atypical production. 
With its own resources tapped by

niparoli) picks up his bruised, re¬ 
pentant child, was botched. 
Muriel Maffre’s Siren was also 
physically perfect and emotional¬ 
ly absent, as though she heeded 
too well those warnings about 
"don’t emote.” 

The second night, the piece was 
not so tidily danced, but then even 
Mr. B admitted that Prodigal was¬ 
n’t about technique. Gonzalo Gar¬ 
cia is just as beautiful as Boada, 
though not yet so accomplished a 
dancer. He let heart and soul ex¬ 
plode from within, so that when 
he crawled into Ashley Wheater’s 
stalwart arms, that was an emo¬ 
tional epiphany. Likewise, Yuan 
Yuan Tan may not be as icily per¬ 
fect as Maffre, but she is far more 
seductive, catching the Siren’s silky 
wit as she obscenely caressed her 
thighs with her beloved red velvet 
cape. When Tan and Garcia ended 
on the floor entwined in a Kama 
Sutra position, my companion 
whispered, “This is hot!” 

I would have liked to see a con¬ 
flation of the two Serenade casts 
on the night the orchestra played 
Tchaikovsky well. Berman’s part¬ 
ner, Pierre-Fran^ois Vilanoba, 
seemed flummoxed by the waltz, 
but Cyril Pierre supported Lacar- 
ra admirably. Stephen Legate out¬ 
shone Vadim Solomakha as the 
“blind” cavalier by sheer person¬ 
ality (and that fabulous hair), 
though Solomakha is a steady, re¬ 
liable partner. (Which reminds 
me that at the Gala, Roman 
Rykine showed such an improve¬ 
ment in manners and strength as 
a partner that I looked through 
my opera glasses twice to make 
sure it was him.) 

As the will-o’-the-wisp who 
flits through the first movement, 
both Tina LeBlanc and the new 
Cuban girl, Lorena Feijoo, were 
breathtaking. Feijoo’s wide shoul¬ 
ders and long torso were not flat¬ 
tered by the hideous pink swimsuit 
she wore in Symphony, but the 
speedy, mathematical choreogra¬ 
phy held no terrors for her. Lacar- 
ra and Possokhov (who was audi¬ 
bly counting during his first move¬ 
ment entrees — this is fiendishly 
difficult music) mastered the chilly 
cantilevers and Bauhaus architec¬ 
ture of the non-love duet. Wit was 
not missing here, either, though 
Symphony is a work we are going 
to have to see many times before it 
yields all its secrets. ▼

its expanding repertory, Cirque 
du Soleil had to look outside its 
own company for Dralion. 

Guy Caron, the circus’ first 
artistic director, was lured back 
after 12 years to stage the new 
show. His ties to the early days of 
Cirque du Soleil are certainly au¬ 
thentic, but either by choice or 
necessity, Dralion has been built 
around a pre-existing troupe of 
acrobats, rather than performers 
assembled to fit a concept. The re¬ 
sults here can be a little flat. 

The 35 Chinese performers 
hired en masse are a competent 
lot, but too often lacking the 
imagination and showmanship 
that can transport an audience. 
With a backdrop of ethereal 
music booming, and exotically 
costumed performers literally 
climbing the walls, the startlingly 
young acrobats jump through 
hoops, balance on one hand, and 
do the kind of stunts that were 
once a staple of The Ed Sullivan 
Show. Their smiles seem too ef¬ 


fortful, and their safety cables too 
helpful. 

But in two of the few segments 
when the Chinese are catching 
their breaths backstage, perform¬ 
ers are able to match the enchant¬ 
ment that is being manufactured 
around them. You’ve probably 
seen jugglers as good as Viktor 
Kee before, but he knows how to 
sell his act with a rhythmic posing 
that pulls the audience to him. 
Even more magically lyrical is the 
aerial pas de deux that Juliana 
Neves and Ivo Guoerguiev per¬ 
form in a swirl of fabric. 

A quartet of clowns makes fre¬ 
quent appearances to mixed re¬ 
sults. Soizick Hebert, who looks 
like Celine Dion, isn’t very funny, 
but the nervous and diminutive 
Joe DePaul is. Johnny Filion’s, 
goofy bits with a megaphone lose 
ground through repetition. Eric 
Goulem’s role should remain a 
mystery so as not to undermine 
the show’s biggest laughs. 

Officially, Dralion employs a

uniting theme of the elements: 
Earth, water, fire, and air. It seems 
more an obligatory reference to 
the Cirque du Soleil style than to 
anything actually realized in the 
high-tech tent. Maybe next time 
I’ll have the Cirque du Soleil ex¬ 
perience of lore. T

cedure at the time). But Ebershoff 
has also chosen to consolidate 
several medical professionals in¬ 
volved in the factual story as well 
as Lili’s actual surgeries — many 
of which were of an experimental 
nature during this period. 

“There were a lot of doctors 
involved,” he says. “And I very 
consciously decided to limit the 
amount of the book that was 
about the actual transformation. 

“Her time was not accepting,” 
Elliott notes. “Lili was told by 
several physicians that she was 
crazy and to straighten up, to be 
a man. But like thousands of 
other transsexuals, she kept on 
with her life.” 

According to Elliott, Dr. 
Warnekros, who headed the Dres¬ 
den Women’s Clinic, was visiting 
Paris when a women friend of 
Elbe’s introduced them to one an¬ 
other. After consulting on the 
case, Warnekros invited Elbe to 
come to Germany, first to Berlin 
to be examined at the Institute for 
Sexology, where she met with 
Hirschfeld, at Warnekros’s re¬ 
quest, for a second opinion. In 
Berlin she had her first operation, 
the removal of her male genitals. 
Then, when sufficiently recovered, 
she went to Dresden, where Dr. 
Warnekros performed further 
surgery, which included trans¬ 
planting healthy ovaries into her 
abdomen. Several other surgical 
procedures were involved, includ¬ 
ing an emergency surgery due to 
abdominal pain, which is believed 
to have been the removal of the 
rejected ovaries. 


“Dr. Warnekros was a gynecol¬ 
ogist, not a sexologist,” Elliott says. 
“So he deferred to his colleague, 
Hirschfeld, for an opinion on the 
matter of Lili’s suitability for what 
we now call Sex Reassignment 
Surgery.” 

Elliott also notes that “Lili did 
not have certain medical possibil¬ 
ities that we have today. And, 
ironically, had others we do not 
have now. Lili did not have access 
to exogenous estrogens. Feminiz¬ 
ing hormones were not available 
until 1938. Because of that, the 
only options were surgical.” 

The original story also ended 
much more tragically than Eber- 
shoff’s poignant and lyrical final 
moments in The Danish Girl. De¬ 
tails about Elbe’s actual death 
vary; some reports say she may 
have faked her death in 1931 and 
that she wrote her own obituary, 
while others believe she may have 
died a few months after her fifth 
operation, an operation that she 
hoped would allow her to have in¬ 
tercourse with a man to whom 
she was engaged to be married. 
Gerda died in 1940, after remar¬ 
rying again in 1933. 

Elliott also notes that today 
Elbe’s story has become a part of 
an “unbroken chain” of events 
that link Hirschfeld, Warnekros, 
and Elbe’s first steps toward sexu¬ 
al reassignment surgery to Jor¬ 
gensen and Benjamin’s more re¬ 
membered ones. 

“Christine Jorgensen and 
Harry Benjamin were also close 
friends,” Elliott says. “The connec¬ 
tion between Hirschfeld and Ben¬ 
jamin means that we have a con¬ 
tinuous history of transsexuals 
working with and sharing friend¬ 
ships with brave physicians.” T

Subra¬ 
maniam truly does achieve the 
“global fusion” mentioned in the 
CD’s title by incorporating a vari¬ 
ety of musical instruments (and 
musicians) from the world music 
scene. This wonderful CD is an ex¬ 
otic listening and learning experi¬ 
ence that should appeal to all lis¬ 
teners with a taste for the unique. 

The Ravi Shankar/Yehudi 
Menuhin reissue is not the only 
reissue of importance in the East¬ 
ern music world. Sheila Chandra’s 
Quiet (Indipop/Narada World) is 
the first of five albums by Chandra 
now being reissued on compact 
disc. Hypnotic, soothing, and a lit¬ 
tle bit erotic, the ten-part Quiet 
would be appropriate listening for 
a romantic dinner by candlelight, a 
romantic candle-lit soak in the

From 
an early age, his folks recall, Wa¬ 
ters had a worrisome fascination 
with car accidents. Patricia Waters 
remembers taking her young son 
to junkyards and watching him 
wander around in awe of the 
twisted metal and ripped vinyl 
seats. Waters’ other big interest at 
the time was putting on puppet 
shows, but even these had a dark 
edge. Waters remembers that dur¬ 
ing some shows, he used the 
“mouth” of one of his hand pup¬ 
pets to bite the fingers of mem¬ 
bers of his young audience.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: VIRAMUNP (nevirapine) is indicated for use in combination with other antiretroviral agents 
for the treatment of HIV-1 infection. This indication is based on analyses of changes in surrogate endpoints. At present, 
there are no results from controlled clinical trials evaluating the effect of VIRAMUNE* in combination with other antiretro¬ 
viral agents on the clinical progression of HIV-1 infection, such as the incidence of opportunistic infections or survival. 
Resistant virus emerges rapidly and uniformly when VIRAMUNE® is administered as monotherapy. Therefore, VIRAMUNE® 
should always be administered in combination with at least one additional antiretroviral agent. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: VIRAMUNE* is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to any of 
the components contained in the tablet or the oral suspension. 

WARNINGS: Severe and life-threatening skin reactions have occurred in patients treated with VIRAMUNE®, including 
Stevens-Johnson syndrome and toxic epidermal necrolysis. Fatal cases of toxic epidermal necrolysis have been 
reported. VIRAMUNE® must be discontinued in patients developing a severe rash or a rash accompanied by con¬ 
stitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, conjunctivitis, swelling, muscle or joint aches, or general 
malaise. (See PRECAUTIONS, Information for Patients. ADVERSE REACTIONS) VIRAMUNE ' therapy must be initiated 
with a 14-day lead-in period of 200 mg/day (4 mg/kg, day in pediatric patients), which has been shown to reduce 
the frequency ol rash. If rash is observed during this lead-in period, dose escalation should not occur until the rash 
has resolved. (See DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

Severe or life-threatening hepatotoxicity, including fatal fulminant hepatitis (transaminase elevations, with or without 
hyperbilirubinemia, prolonged partial thromboplastin time, or eosinophilia), has occurred in patients treated with 
VIRAMUNE*. Some of these cases began in the first few weeks ol therapy and some were accompanied by rash. 
VIRAMUNE® administration should be interrupted in patients experiencing moderate or severe ALT or AST abnor¬ 
malities until these return to baseline values. VIRAMUNE® should be permanently discontinued if liver function 
abnormalities recur upon readministration. Monitoring of ALT and AST is strongly recommended, especially during the 
first six months of VIRAMUNE* treatment. (See PRECAUTIONS, Information for Patients: ADVERSE REACTIONS; 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

PRECAUTIONS: General: Nevirapine is extensively metabolized by the liver and nevirapine metabolites are extensively 
eliminated by the kidney. However, the pharmacokinetics of nevirapine have not been evaluated in patients with either 
hepatic or renal dysfunction. Therefore, VIRAMUNE® should be used with caution in these patient populations 
The duration of clinical benefit from antiretroviral therapy may be limited. Patients receiving VIRAMUNE® or any other 
antiretroviral therapy may continue to develop opportunistic infections and other complications of HIV infection, and 
therefore should remain under close clinical observation by physicians experienced in the treatment of patients with 
associated HIV diseases. 

When administering VIRAMUNP as part of an antiretroviral regimen, the complete product information for each ther¬ 
apeutic component should be consulted before initiation of treatment. 

Drug Interactions: The induction of CYP3A by nevirapine may result in lower plasma concentrations of other con¬ 
comitantly administered drugs that are extensively metabolized by CYP3A. (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY) Thus, if a 
patient has been stabilized on a dosage regimen for a drug metabolized by CYP3A, and begins treatment with VIRAMUNE®, 
dose adjustments may be necessary. 

Rifampin/Rifabutin: There are insufficient data to assess whether dose adjustments are necessary when nevirapine and 
rifampin or rifabutin are coadministered. Therefore, these drugs should only be used in combination if clearly indicated 
and with careful monitoring. 

Ketoconazole: VIRAMUNE* and ketoconazole should not be administered concomitantly. Coadministration of nevirapine 
and ketoconazole resulted in a significant reduction in ketoconazole plasma concentrations. (See CLINICAL PHARMA¬ 
COLOGY, Drug Interactions) 

Oral Contraceptives: There are no clinical data on the effects of nevirapine on the pharmacokinetics of oral contraceptives. 
Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of oral contraceptives (also other hormonal contraceptives); therefore, 
these drugs should not be administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNP. 

Information lor Patients: Patients should be instructed that the major toxicity of VIRAMUNE* is rash and should be 
advised to promptly notify their physician of any rash. The majority of rashes associated with VIRAMUNE® occur within 
the first 6 weeks of initiation of therapy. Patients should be instructed that if any rash occurs during the two-week lead-in 
period, the VIRAMUNE* dose should not be escalated until the rash resolves. Any patient experiencing severe rash or 
a rash accompanied by constitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, conjunctivitis, swelling, muscle 
or joint aches, or general malaise-should immediately discontinue medication and consult a physician. 

Patients should be instructed that abnormal liver function tests and cases of clinical hepatitis, including fatal fulminant 
hepatitis, have been reported with VIRAMUNE®. Liver function tests should be monitored, especially dunng the first six 
months of therapy. VIRAMUNP artriinistration should be interrupted in patients experiencing moderate or severe liver 
function test abnormalities, until liver function tests return to baseline values; VIRAMUNP should be permanently dis¬ 
continued if liver function abnormalities recur upon readministration. Patients should be instructed to consult their 
physicitins immediately should symptoms of hepatitis occur. 

Oral contraceptives and other hormonal methods of birth control should not be used as a method of contraception in 
women taking VIRAMUNP (See PRECAUTIONS, Drug Interactions ) 

Patients should be informed that VIRAMUNP therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV-1 
to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. The long term effects of VIRAMUNP are unknown at this time. 
VIRAMUNP is not a cure for HIV-1 infection: patients may continue to experience illnesses associated with advanced HIV-1 
infection, including opportunistic infections. Treatment with VIRAMUNE* has not been shown to reduce the incidence or 
frequency of such illnesses; patients should be advised to remain under the care of a physician when using VIRAMUNE'. 
Patients should be informed to take VIRAMUNP every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the dose without 
consulting their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as possible. However, if a dose 
is skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. Patients should be advised to report to their doctor the use of 
any other medications. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of nevirapine in animals are 
currently in progress. In genetic toxicology assays, nevirapine showed no evidence of mutagenic or clastogenic activity 
in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including microbial assays for gene mutation (Ames: Salmonella strains and 
E. coll}, mammalian cell gene mutation assays (CHO/HGPRT), cytogenetic assays using a Chinese hamster ovary cell 
line and a mouse bone marrow micronucleus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, 
evidence of impaired fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approxi¬ 
mately equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNE®. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C: No observable teratogenicity was detected in reproductive studies performed in 
pregnant rats and rabbits. In rats, a significant decrease in fetal body weight occurred at doses providing systemic exposure 
approximately 50% higher, based on AUC, than that seen at the recommended human clinical dose. 

The maternal and developmental no-observable-effect level dosages in rats and rabbits produced systemic exposures 
approximately equivalent to or approximately 50% higher, respectively, than those seen at the recommended daily 
human dose, based on AUC. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. VIRAMUNE® should 
be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Preliminary results from an ongoing pharmacokinetic study (ACTG 250) of 10 HIV-1 -infected pregnant 
women who were administered a single oral dose of 100 or 200 mg VIRAMUNP at a median of 5.8 hours before delivery, 
indicate that nevirapine readily crosses the placenta and is found in breast milk. Consistent with the recommendation 
by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their 
infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV, mothers should discontinue nursing if they are receiving VIRAMUNP. 
Pediatric Use: Safety was assessed in trial Bl 882 in which patients were followed for a mean duration of 33.9 months 
(range: 6.8 months to 5.3 years, including long-term follow-up in 29 of these patients in trial Bl 892). The most frequently 
reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNP in pediatric patients were similar to those observed in adults, with the 
exception of granulocytopenia which was more commonly observed in children. Serious adverse events were assessed 
in ACTG 245, a double-blind, placebo controlled trial of VIRAMUNE* (n = 305) in which pediatric patients received 
combination treatment with VIRAMUNP. In this trial two patients were reported to experience Stevens-Johnson syn¬ 
drome or Stevens-JohnsonAoxic epidermal necrolysis transition syndrome. Cases of allergic reaction, including one case 
of anaphylaxis, were also reported. The evaluation of the antiviral activity of VIRAMUNE® in pediatric patients is ongoing.

ADVERSE REACTIONS: Adults: The most frequently reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNP therapy were rash, 
fever, nausea, headache, and abnormal liver function tests. 

The major clinical toxicity of VIRAMUNE® is rash, with VIRAMUNE®-attributable rash occurring in 17% of patients 
in combination regimens in Phase ll/lll controlled studies. Thirty-seven percent of patients treated with VIRAMUNE® 
experienced rash compared with 20% of patients treated in control groups of either ZDV+ddl or ZDV alone (Table 2). 
Severe or life-threatening rash occurred in 7.6% of V!RAMUNE*-treated patients compared with T.2% 6f patients 
treated in the control groups. 

Rashes are usually mild to moderate, maculopapular erythematous cutaneous eruptions, with or without pruritus, 
located on the trunk, face and extremities. The majority of severe rashes occurred within the first 28 days of treat¬ 
ment; 25% of the patients with severe rashes required hospitalization; and one patient required surgical intervention. 
All patients recovered. Overall, 7% of patients discontinued VIRAMUNE® due to rash.

Patients have experienced events including 
edema, erythema nodosum, fatigue, fever, headache, insomnia, nausea, pulmonary infiltrates, rash, vertigo, vomiting 
and weight decrease. All events subsided following discontinuation of VIRAMUNE®. 
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influenced his earliest work, in¬ 
cluding the Kuchar brothers with 
their warped Sirkian melodrama, 
Kenneth Anger with his ironic use 
of pop music, and Herschell Gor¬ 
don Lewis with his campy gore. 
Waters claims watching the work 
of these directors, as well as 
movies by Jack Smith ( Flaming 
Creatures ), Andy Warhol and Paul 
Morrissey constitute his real edu¬ 
cation in film. Film school cer¬ 
tainly was no influence at all; Wa¬ 
ters recalls walking out after one 
particularly tedious lecture on 
Potemkin and never going back. 

But perhaps the most pivotal 
figure in shaping Waters’ cinemat¬ 
ic vision wasn’t a director at all, 
but rather a chubby misfit the 
teenage Waters met at a friend’s 
birthday party. His name, of 
course, was Glenn Milstead, soon 
to be christened Divine, and he 
became Waters’ leading lady for 
the next 20-plus years. Divine was 
doing drag before he met Waters 
(the film includes a priceless drag 
shot of the teenage Glenn looking 
as demure and ladylike as a young 
girl going to her first cotillion), 
but it was with Waters’ encour¬ 
agement and the makeup and cos¬ 
tume artistry of friend Van Smith 
that Divine became the celebrat¬ 
ed “drag terrorist.” (Waters and 
Smith conceived of Divine’s look 
as a cross between Jayne Mans¬ 
field and Howdy Doody’s Clarabell 
the Clown.) 

Divine Trash includes clips and 
discussions of early Divine star 
vehicles like Mondo Trasho, Mul¬ 
tiple Maniacs and the wonderful¬ 
ly sick Diane Linkletter Story, but 
its real focus is on Waters’ cult 
smash and arguably the under¬ 
ground film of the ’70s, Pink 
Flamingos. Considering he was 
there for much of the proceed¬ 
ings, Yeager is uniquely qualified 
to chronicle the chicken-fucking, 
shit-eating madness on the set of 
Pink Flamingos. Yeager, then a 
cameraman for the Baltimore 
public television station, shot 
hours of behind-the-scenes 
footage on the set of his friend 
Waters’ movie as part of a series 
he was producing on local artists, 
writers and filmmakers. That se¬ 
ries was eventually scrapped, but 
Yeager held on to the Flamingos 
footage, including interviews with 
the actors, and film of both the re¬ 
hearsals and the actual shoot, 
some of which turns up in Divine 
Trash. 

Anyone who’s seen Pink 
Flamingos’ story of the ambitious 
trash (David Lowery and Mink 
Stole) who attempt to wrest the 
title of Filthiest Person Alive from 
trailer-dwelling Babs Johnson 
(Divine) might believe the shoot¬ 
ing of the movie was all impro¬ 
vised lunacy. But the truth is that 
Waters considered his script to be 
sacred, and no deviations or 
ad-libs were allowed. We see proof 
of this in Yeager’s footage of the 
countless retakes required before 
Divine mastered her memorable 
speech at the execution of her en¬ 
emies Lowery and Stole. Yeager, 
however, shows Waters to be far 
less exacting as a director than as 
a screenwriter. Waters’ instruction 
to Lowery before the filming of 
one of the actor’s big scenes — 
“Okay, David, act more!” — is 
typical of his vague direction. 

No baloney 

Pink Flamingos was filmed on 
a Phoenix, Maryland farm during 
a particularly brutal winter, and 
Yeager captured many shots of 
Waters’ cast shivering outdoors in 
their thrift-shop finery. Not only 
were they cold, but they were mal¬ 
nourished as well. When Yeager 
asks Stole about catering on the 
Pink Flamingos set in one of the 
documentary’s late-’90s inter¬

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Getting exposure in the best way 


Jon Sims Center's AIRspace Program

? trudged up the long flight of 
k steps at the Jon Sims Center 
IS for the Performing Arts, locat¬ 
ed on Mission Street just off 
South Van Ness. In a city where 
an out-of-control real estate mar¬ 
ket has severely eroded affordable 
space for dance studios and per¬ 
formance spaces, I’m thankful 
that, for the moment, this one is 
still operating. At the top, I was 
met by a very tall man who intro¬ 
duced himself as Charles 
Wilmoth, the center’s director. 
Seated in his office for the follow¬ 
ing interview, I was impressed by 
his gentleness and warmth, as he 
spoke, with a hint of a Southern 
accent, about the JSC’s artist-in¬ 
residence program, AIRspace. 

“The program started five 
years ago to assist emerging 
artists, by providing free rehearsal 
space and support for three 
works-in-progress, and a showing 
where they get audience feed¬ 
back. Since I started here in Sep¬ 
tember, I’ve expanded the pro¬ 
gram from three to four months, 
and doubled the rehearsal time 
from four to eight hours a week. 
The audience feedback gives the 
artist an immediate idea of how 
work is perceived, and then they 
can use that information to shape 
the piece. It also gives audiences a 
look backstage, to see the disci¬ 
pline involved in creating art,” 
said Wilmoth. 

“Part of my job is to make the 
public aware of all the programs 
we offer, not just the highly visi¬ 
ble ones like the Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Band, City Swing and 
CHEER, which, because they ap¬ 
pear mostly in public places, 
aren’t usually associated with us. 
The health of the arts communi¬ 
ty is dependent on the kind of 
programs we offer, now that the 
economics of San Francisco have 
changed and the NEA has been 
gutted. 

“We also sponsor the Wuornos 
Opera project, which will pre¬ 
miere at Yerba Buena Center of 
the Arts later this year; Artists Al¬ 
liance Against AIDS; and Pieces of 
the Quilt, an emerging playwright 
series,” he said. “AIRspace, largely 
performance art/dance-oriented, 
is starting to attract new audi¬ 
ences, and a younger art audience, 
which is more queer-identified 
than gay or lesbian-identified. 

“We try to be very democratic 
and support people at whatever 
their current artistic level. I would 
like to raise money to hire direc¬ 
tors, to provide an outside per¬ 
spective and dramaturgical assis¬ 
tance. Several previous residents, 
on the strength of their first shows 
with AIRspace, got other funding 
after being in the program. One 
group was invited to appear in the 
National Queer Arts Festival, and 
then received a grant from the 
Horizons Foundation. 

“I heard a rumor that another 
major foundation is beginning to 
develop an initiative for support¬ 
ing queer arts. And that is appro¬ 
priate. Just as corporations and 
police departments are expected 
to have sensitivity training, that 
also needs to apply to founda¬ 
tions, because foundations are set 
up by people with vast amounts 
of money and are typically con¬ 
servative and have conservative 
values. So it is a struggle about 
educating people, even people 
who are supposedly enlightened 
about supporting culture and so¬ 


cial services. Old prejudices are 
still operating in the vestigial 
parts of their brains, there still is 
that kind of bigotry. As a political 
movement and a culture, we have 
made certain starts, but you can’t 
forget that there are still people 
who want to kill us,” said 
Wilmoth. 

“My dream for AIRspace is 
that the participants leave here 
with a really together show that 
gets presented in all kinds of 
places. I think queer folks have al¬ 
ways been central to culture and 
we should continue to think of 
ourselves in that way,” he said. 
“My hope is to mainstream these 
folks. I think it’s wonderful for 
them to have a safe place to come, 
and there is the cushion of being 
among like-minded folks. My 
goal is to help make all queer 
folks feel like they are citizens of 
the world, and entitled to the 
privileges and freedom of move¬ 
ment that others already have. 

“Just as patriarchal religions 
have failed us, I think there is a 
strand in the multicultural debate 
that has meant even more frag¬ 
mentation and ghettoization. The 
real basis of multicultural inclu¬ 
sion is that we all are in it togeth¬ 
er. We all should be responsible to 
each other, and everybody should 
be invited to the table.” 

The Residents 

I also interviewed three of the 
four current artists-in-residence 
at the Sims Center, to get their 
side of the story. Tomi Paasonen, 
a young choreographer originally 
from Finland, offered this per¬ 
spective on his experience: 

“It’s a great opportunity to re¬ 
ally experiment and try ideas out 
in front of an audience. It’s defi¬ 
nitely a scary thing to try things 
out and then have an audience 
look at something that it still re¬ 
ally raw, not refined or ready. If I 
were in my ideal world, I’d be a fly 
on the wall. That’s when you get 
the real feedback, you could listen 
to people talk amongst them¬ 
selves without knowing who you 
are. You have to be honest in 
terms of what you feel and what 
you want to express, but you have 
to go the extra mile in what you 
want the audience to feel, or leave 
it open enough for them to... it’s 
all in the eye of the beholder. 

“When I’ve shown my work 
here, the feedback is really con¬ 
flicting, and that can be confus¬ 
ing. Once, in an audience of only 
four people, two gay men and 
two lesbians, the gay men picked 
up on the themes of the piece in a 
completely different way than the 
two women. The beauty of it is to 
have all these different versions of 
your own work, that’s when it be¬ 
comes the extension and commu¬ 
nication of your ideas. There are 
just as many pieces going on as 
there are audience members.” 

Shari McKoy, an African 
American artist, says AIRspace 
“allowed me to sit and focus on 
creating a piece by providing a 
space. It’s a good way to get expo¬ 
sure, and my hope is that I am re¬ 
ceiving exposure wider than the 
lesbian community, which I have 
performed in now for over three 
years. I believe that AIRspace is 
going to provide me with a step 
in another direction. They have 
really taken good care of me. And 
they are excited about what I’m 
doing, which makes me even 
more excited. I do like the feeling 
of partnership and camaraderie 
that AIRspace is giving me. 


Charles’s vision is that we should I 
not be four separate people, but a 
unit. It’s been a major gift, and if 
you had to put value on it, it 
would be a diamond.” 

“I was renting rehearsal space 
at the Sims Center when I saw the 
application,” said Minal Hajratw- 
al, a writer and performance 
poet. “I had already performed 
my piece at the Asian Art Muse¬ 
um last November and was work¬ 
ing on the second version, which 
I will be premiering in its entire¬ 
ty at Luna Sea on February 18 
and 19, while continuing to do 
the works-in-progress showings 
for AIRspace. The residency has 
been great for me because it’s 
based on the merit of your work, 
and not on having a long track 
record of producing pieces. We’re 
all doing exciting work that you 
wouldn’t get to see at a stodgy 
mainstream theater. It’s inspiring 
for the audience to be so close to 
the work. They can see us as per¬ 
formers, the flow of the work, and 
its potential. They see that it is 
something that they could do 
themselves, but that it’s a matter 
of having a vision and the time 
and resources. It’s a not a mystery, 
something that is unattainable, 
which is the idea you get when 
you see Hollywood movies and 
ACT productions.” 

The showings of works-in¬ 
progress continues at the Jon 
Sims Center for the Performing 
Arts, 1519 Mission Street, Fridays 
at 8:30 p.m. through March 24. ▼

views with the cast, she 
laughs and says, “Cater¬ 
ing?

the dog to do her business 
during the filming of the 
movie’s infamous final scene. The cast and crew waited and 
waited for a dog that was quite literally scared shitless, be¬ 
fore Nazzi eventually had to be given an enema using a 
haircoloring applicator bottle. Finally, at the end of a long 
afternoon, Nazzi shat, Divine scarfed, and Waters had per¬ 
haps his proudest cinematic moment. 

Vile, anarchic, hilarious and so not-P.C., the climax of 
Pink Flamingos sums up the spirit of the early Waters oeu¬ 
vre. What Waters was doing so brilliantly during this peri¬ 
od was a very biting kind of social satire, asserts director 
David O. Russell (Spanking the Monkey ) at one point dur¬ 
ing Divine Trash. Russell is just one of an impressive roster 
of filmmakers, critics and academics that Yeager enlists to 
expound upon Waters’ importance as a director. One prais¬ 
es Waters ability to “question bourgeois values in a way 
that’s not pedantic,” while another lauds his “consistent per¬ 
sonal vision.” 

The adulation gets a bit thick at times, but fortunately, 
Yeager has former Maryland Censor Board Chair Mary 
Avara on hand to keep things from turning into a lovefest. 
The now 84-year-old Avara, a cranky, pious old bat who 
looks like she’s right out of a John Waters movie herself, 
says of the director’s films, “I had my own rating for them, 
R.T. — Real Trash!” To Waters, that’s no doubt heady praise 
indeed. ▼
